SOMETHING OF MORE THAN USUAL N- 
TEREST. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Oct. 26.—Thereisa 
new complication in the star-route matter. 
The special counsel employed by the Gov- 
ernmenut+Bliss, Merrick, Ker, and Wells— 
have not received their compensation, al- 
though very liberal allowances have been 
made by the Department of Justice. George 
Bliss, for instance, before the star-route trial 
had ended, had been allowed $24,000 for his 
summer’s work, but the Treasury Depart- 
ment does not pay out money simply on the 
order of the Attorney-General.

FALL’S BOND. 
To the Western Associated Prese 

WASmNJGTON, D. C., Oct. 2%.—Frank I. 
Fall, charged with attempting to — a 
star-route juror, surrendered himself today 
Special Counsel Wells, representing the Gov- 
ernment, and Riddle and Davis, counsel for 
Fall, met in the Police Court this afternoon 
to arrange the amount of bail. Wells de- 
manded a bond amounting to $5,000, which 
the defendant refused to furnish, ana decided 
to appeal to Judge Snell to have the amount 
reduced. Payne’s case will come up for 
hearing Tuesday. No day is set for a hear- 
ing in Fall’s case. 

PART OF WELLS’ REPORT, OF WHICH so MUCH 
WAS EXPECTED, 

The Department of Justice today made 
public the first part of the report of Special 
Counsel H. H. Wells, appointed to aid in the 
trial of certain criminal offenses alleged to 
bave béen committed in the progress of the 
recent trial of the star-route cases, so called. 
Wells says: “The affidavits show, if they 
are to be believed, that the members of the 
jury were offered bribes in money for their 
votes, which they listened to and considered 
with the persons thus attempting to debauch 
them, and these solicitations, it is alleged, 
proadeded as well from agents of the Gov- 
ernment as from agents of persons on trial, 
but i assume it can make no difference whose 
agents made the disgraceful proposal 
and that condign unishment shoul 
fall upon all guilty parties. ‘The case of 
juror, Edwin A, Doniphan, is first consid- 
ered. It appears that before the jurv was 
sworn one Frederick E. Shaw, a member of 
the regular panel, said to Doniphan that he 
would like to get ‘on this case,’ and, having 
been peremptorily challenged by Merrick for 
the United States, he abused Merrick. From 
the affidavit of 

JAMES LEONARD 

it appears that immediately after Shaw had 
testified in his voir dire he was an im- 
partial juror and had been rejected, he said, 
‘Oh, well, damm it, they will never convict 
them, anyhow. If I was on there, I would 
hang out until hell froze over before they 
should be convicted,’ At another time, 
later, he said he would do anything in 
the world to save Dorsey.’ Shaw said 
to Doniphan: Look here, 1 have 
got a damned good thing for you, 
and will make a little myself, too. I have 
got money in my pocket to give you if you 
will favor S. W. Dorsey. I have $200 or 
I can give you now, and will make it thou- 
sands within ten, days.“ Shaw added: We 
would make a good thing of it’; that Dorsey 
was a powerful man, as soon as the 
trial was over and Dorsey got clear, Brews- 
ter would be ‘h’isted.’ Shaw, it seems, did 
later actually offer money to Doniphan. The 
prosecution of Shaw is recommended, 

JUROR WILLIAM K. BROWN

BELLEVILLE, III., Oct. 26.—The campaign 
in the Eighteenth Congressional District is 
drawing to a close, and as the day of election 
draws nigh the outlook for the success of the 
Republican ticket grows brighter. Careful 
estimates place Gen. Kueffner’s majority in 
the district at not less than 500, and the more 
sanguine figure out 1,200. 

The General has been making a splendid 
and thorough canvass, visiting every nook 
and corner of the district, and 
the result is, that when the 
people have come to know him 
personally they have found in him much to 
admire and nothing to condemn.

Tue Tumor has contended all along that 
the “Nickel-Plate” was built te sell, and 
that the constructors were only waiting for a 
good opportunity to dispose of their interest 
to the highest bidder. There has been a rivalry 
between Vanderbilt and Gould for some time 
pees to secure possession of the property, and 

t has lately been believed, owing to the bit- 
terness Vanderbilt evinced towards the new 
road, that Gould had the inside track and 
would secure it. But it seems that Vander- 
bilt’s purse has had more effect than Gould’s 
shrewdness. Vanderbilt could not well at- 
ford to let the “ Nickel-Plate” fall into 
Gould’s hands, as the latter by combining it 
with the Wabash could have played havoc 
witna all of Vanderbilt’s Western roads, as he 
would have had not only a competing line 
with the Lake Shore, but also with the 
Michigan Central South- 
ern. As it now is, Vanderbilt has 
nothing to fear from Gould and is master of 
the situation east of Chicago. ‘The change 
in the management of the Nickel-Plate“ 
insures the permanency of the trunk-liue 
pool, and the public will have to continue to 
pay exorbitant rates to the East. ‘The new 
road will no doubt be used by Vanderbilt as 
a second track for the Lake hore, as he has 
no other use for it.

The Scalpers Getting Even with the 
Baltimore & Ohio for Being iInstru- 
mental in Having the Bates Raised 
Over the Michigan Central, Canada 
Southern, and Erie Route. 
The scalpers are trying to play asmart 

trick on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 

pany to punish it for the steps it took to pre- 
vent the sale of cut tickets via the Michigan 

Central, Canada Southern, and Erie route. 

After the differential-rate agreement had 

been adopted it transpired that the scalpers 

had combined and were sending nearly ail 
the business they could control over the 

Michigan Central, Canada Southern, and 

Erie route at 50 cents less than the regular 

rate. The Baltimore & Ohio claimed that 

the roads forming this route must 
give the scaipers some inducements 
to enable them to sell tickets at 
such rate, and consequently preferred 
charges to Commissioner Fink. At the last 
meeting of the Joint Executive Committee in 

New York this matter came up for consider- 

ation, and, although the Michigan Central, 

Canada Southern, and Erie officials emphat- 

ically declared that they were in no wise re- 

sponsible for the action of the scalpers, and 
gave them no inducements whatever, yet it 
was decided to advance the rate by that route 
from $18.50 to $19, in order to stop the scalp- 
ers from cutting the regular rates. It was 
also agreed at that meeting that whenever it 
was tound that any one line should receive 
more than its share of the business the rate 
by such line should be advanced, in 
order to equalize the business be- 
tween the various lines. That action 
stopped the sale of tickets by ' 

scalpers over the Michigan Central, Canada 

Southern, and Erie route, but it appears 

that the scalpers have now combined and are 

sending their business over the Baltimore & 

Ohio at a cut of fifty cents. By this the 

scalpers mean to place the Baltimore & Obio 

in the same box as it has placed the Michigan 

Central, Canada Southern, and Erie reute 

in. Under the recent agreement, Commis- 

sioner Fink, upon finding that the Baltimore 

& Ohio is getting au undue advantage on ac- 

count of the scalpers discriminating in its 

favor, cannot do otherwise than order an ad- 
vance in the rates over the Baltimore & Ohio 
route also.

The New fFllinois Central Route to 
Omaha Causes Considerable Trouble 
to the Iowa Peel Lines. 

Although the officials of the Iowa pool 
lines pretended not to be alarmed or annoyed 
in the least when Tue Tripune first an- 
nounced the formation of a new route to 
Omaha by the Illinois Central and Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Roads via 
Sioux City, a week or two ago, yet it trans- 
pires that the new route is already giving 
considerable trouble to the officers of the 
lowa pool lines. Since the new route was 
opened it has been steadily growing in favor 
with the shippers, and it is now diverting 
considerable business from the pool, and the 
prospects are that it will do still 


better in the future. It was claimed 
at first that the new route to Omaha, being 
about 150 miles longer than the regular ones, 
would net get much of the business, and 
would, therefore, not be able to do much in- 
jury to the old lines. But it seems that ship- 
pers do not care whether they send their 
freight over a short or a long line. As long 
as the freight is promptly dispatched and de- 
livered they are satisfied, even if the goods 
are a few hours longer in transit. All they 
want is to secure better terms or gain an ob- 
ject they have in view. In this instance it is 
not claimed that the new route is making 
lower rates than the regular pool lines, but 
it is able to afford shippers conven- 
jlences and grant them favors which 
the pool lines’ are forbidden from 
doing by their pool agreement. ‘The 
shippers here and at Omaha are opposed to 
the pool, because they have to submit to its 
arbitrary rulings. ‘This is particularly the 
case in regard to the live-stock business. 
This is being divided at Council Bluffs among 
the various pool-lines by the agent of the 
pool at that point, who gives it to whatever 
road he sees proper, regardless of the wishes 
of the shippers. Each shipper has his favorit 
line, and of course he does not like to have 
his business sent over a road to which he is 
not friendly. The live-stook shippers there- 
fore readily embrace the opportunity to give 
their business to a linethat is not in the pool. 
For this reason the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
before it joined the Iowa pool managed to get 
the bulk of the live-stock business from 
Council Bluffs and Omaha. Now the IIII- 
nois Central and St. Paul & Omaha route 
affords shfppers another opportunity to send 
their stuff by a line not in the pool, and they 
naturally grasp at the opportunity to give 
the pool lines another blow by giving their 
business to the new route. 

The officers of the lowa pool lines have 
become greatly alarmed over this diversion 
of business, and they find that they will have 
to take some measures to prevent serious 
loss. A meeting of representatives of the 

ollines was held in this city day 

‘fore yesterday, and it was al- 
leged that the meeting was for the 
purposs of regulating some irregularities 

y the Missouri Pacitic. It was claimed that 
this company had been taking Omaha busi- 
ness via Sedalia and giving it to the Wabash 
at Hannibal, which was considered contrary 
to the agreeme This matter, however, it 
appears now, did not cut much of a figure, 
because the business so diverted would 
have to be accounted for to the pool anyway 
by the Wabash, which is one of the regular 
pool lines. The principal object for which 
the meeting was held was to take some 
action regarding the diversion of business 
via the illinois Central route, which is en- 
tirely outside of the pool. It was generally 
admitted that the new route is getting 
more business than was anticipated and 
that some measures have to be taken to pre- 
vent the business from going that way. It 
was proposed that the pool lines should meet 
any rates or special inducements offered by 
the new route, but no definit action was 
taken. An effort will probably be made be- 
fore taking that step to get the new route 
out of the way by offering it a small per- 
centage of the business. 


New West-Bound Tariffs for the South- 
western and iowa Pools to Go into 
Effect Nov. 1. 

New tariffs on business. from Detroit, To- 
ledo, Chicago, Peoria, Beardstown, East St. 
Louis, and St. Louis to Council Bluffs, 
Omaha, St. Soseph, Atchison, Leavenworth, 
and Kansas City have just been issued by the 
Southwestern Railway Association and lowa 
Trunk Line Association, which will go into 
effect Nov. 1. 

The new rates from Chicago will be as fol- 
lows: First-class, 90 cents; second. 75; 
third, 50; fourth, 32; fifth, 28; class A, 3744; 
class B, 32; classes C and D, 23; salt in bar- 
rels or in bulk, 2344; cement and plaster, 
22; coal, 17.27; beer, 25; lime in barrels 
or in bulk, 25; oak (boards or timber) and 
yellow pine, 23; railroad iron and vig-ifon in 
car-loads, $4 per gross ton; coal oil in car- 
loads, $1.55 per barrel.

Restoration of Freight Bates from 
Points Between Council Blum and 
the Mississippi River to Chicago. 

A meeting of the representatives of the 
freight departments of the lowa lines was 
held yesterday at the Grand Pacific Hotel to 
take some action regarding rates from points 
between Couneil Bluffs and the Mississippi 
River to Chicago. Owing to the fight 
which has been going on among the 
lowa lines during the past summer on rates 
to and from Des Moines and other Iowa 
points, nearly all the rates from competing 
points this side of Council Bluffs became 
more or less demoralized. As the rates to 
Des Moines were restored a short time ago 
it was thought expedient and ad ble to 
restore those from all other points also. The 
following roads were represented at yester- 
day’s meeting: Wabash; Rock Island; Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul; Northwestern; Burling- 
ton, Cedar Rapids & Northern; Des Moines 
& Fort Dodge; and Lilinois Central. 

{t was agreed to restore the rates from all 
points in lowa between Council Bluffs and 
the Mississippi River to the figures prevail- 
ing before the war on Des Moines business 
broke out. 


The Louisville & Nashville Charged 
with Giving Cincinnati Cotten-Men 
the Go-By. 

. Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Crncixnatt, O., Oct. 26.—A conference of 
cotton meu was held today to take action for 
securing lower freight fates on cotton, both 
to and from Cincinnati. After some discus- 
sion the entire subject was referred for early 


report to the Transportation Committee of 


the Cotton Exchange. Thecomplaint which 
is made has been heard before—nainely: 
that the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company discriminates against Cincinnati 
in the matter of rates On cotton. It is even 
claimed that the discrimination extends much 
beyond that company’s System of roads, and 
the lines leading East from Cincinnati are 
willing to follow the dictation of the Louisville 
& Nashville as to rates they shall charge on 
cotton in order to get the business for the 
East coming to Cincinnati over that system. 
Whether there are good grounds for this 


charge has never been shown * a public 
statementof comparative rates. The present 
agitation is being directed toward the Cin- 
cinnati Southern, which, it is claimed by the 
cotton wen, is malntaining a schedule of 
rates that is calculated to defeat the well- 
understood purpose for which the road was 
built—that is, to b the Louisville & 
Nashville to terms and give Cin- 
cinnati command of the Southern 
products and Southern markets. It was 
stated at today’s conference that the General 
Freight Agent of the Southern had notified 
several members of the Cotton Exchange by 
letter that he would be present at today’s 
meeting, and would give full consideration 
to what was sald, with the expectation of 
granting, in a measure at least, what was 
asked. He failed to put in an appearance 
however, and on inquiry it was learned tha 
he was in Atlanta. ‘The subordinates in his 
department denied that he had promised to 
attend the meeting, and volunteered the in- 
formation that the trouble with the cotton 
men is they are not willing to pay any road 
a living rate. The truth seems to be that the 
languishing condition of the cotton business 
in Cincinnati is due to disastrous speculation 
in futures quite as much as to unfavor- 
able freight rates. 


Track-Laying in Louisville During the 
Night to Ferestall Any Captious Oppe- 
sition. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tri’une 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 26.—The ordinance 

authorizing the Chesapeake, Ohio & 
Southwestern Railroad to lay its tracks 
across Main street, between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth, was signed last night about 8 
o’clock by the Mayor, and a certified copy of 
the ordinance furnished Gen. Echois, Vice- 
President of the railroad. About 12 o’clock 
at night Gen. Echols procured a force of 
laborers, and from 12:30 this morning to 5:30 
o’cloek the force, consisting of about 100 
men, graded, tied, and railed about 400 feet 
of their right of way, including 200 
to 300 feet of track upon ground 
of the company on the south side of Main 
street, and across Main street to the line of 
their property there. Gen. Echols, the Vice- 
President of the Cnesapeake, Onio & South- 
western Railroad, was seen and talked to by 
your reporter. Gen. Echols said the object 
of the company was to fvurestali any inter- 
ested or captious opposition to the assertion 
of the rights conferred by the ordinance, and 
that the act of laying the track had proved 
entirely successful, and that the war was 
now over. The road has continuous land of 
its own from Twelfth and High streets 
diagonally through and across Portland ave- 
nue, Rowan street, and Main to Cross and 
Fourteenth—a distance of some 1,200 feet. 
No objection had been made to the crossing 
of any of these streets until after the right 
had been granted to cross all of them, in- 
cluding Main street. As soon as this had 
been conferred by the council a great outcry 
was raised by many persous, which threat- 
ened to be totally destructive of all rights 
conferred, and the contemplated resistance 
has been by this night job most perfectly 
forestalled. 


A Tour of Inspection Over the Toledo, 
Cinciunati & St. Louls Line. 
Spectai Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

VANDALIA, III., Oct. 26.—A party of ex- 
cursionis, consisting of the officials and lead- 
ing stockholders and bondholders of the To- 
ledo, Cincinnati & St. Louis Narrow-Gage 
Road, passed through here yesterday over 
the Vandalia Road en route for St. Louis. 
Your correspondent learned that the excur- 
sion was gotten up by the Directors with a 
view of enabling the stockholders to see how 
their money had been spent in constructing 
the road, and also for the purpose 
of inspecting the property along the 
line. The party left Boston the Iith 
via the Hoosac Tunnel route, and have 
examined carefull all the property 
of the road, which y found in splendid 
condition. They left Cincinnati last Tues- 
day worning on their own road, and traveled 
at the rate of from thirty to forty miles an 
hour to a point near Ramsey, III., on the St. 
Louis Division. ‘The road will be finished te 
Kast St. Louis, the western terminus, about 
the Ist of January next, where the depot will 
be built. It was reported that the road would 
make connection with St. Louis by means of 
the bridge, but it has been since learned that 
the company never had any such intention. 
Transfers across the river will be made by 
the ordinary ferry. It is understood that 
trains will be put on the road from Charles- 
ton to Ramsey, III., by the Ist of next month. 


The Burlington & Ohio River Road Be- 
ing Pushed with Vigor. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

CARLINVILLE, III., Oct. 26.—Tbhe Burling- 
ton & Ohio River Railroad paid off all of its 
estimates and employés today. ‘There are 
now 1,000 men and 600 teams at work, and the 
road is being built rapidly. Track-laying will 
begin at once. Thirty cars of steel rails 
have arrived.

THEOLOGICAL TRAINING. 


Meeting of the inter-Seminary Mission- 
ary Alliance—The Work in Turkey 
and India, 


The third annual convention of the Ameri- 


can Inter-Seminary Missionary Alliance was 


opened yesterday at Farwell Hall. In addi- 
tion to about 200 delegates from the various 
local theological seminaries there are in at- 
tendance about as many more representing 
the following seminaries and colleges:

The morning was devoted to an informal 
reception of the delegates in Lower Farwell 
Hall. At 2:30 p. m. the convention met in 
Farwell Hall, and after devotional services, 
led by the Rey. J. N. Lemont, pastor of the 
Reunion Presbyterian Church, the afternoon 
session was opened by 

THE REV. GEORGE C. LORIMER, 
D. D., who read an address of welcome to 
the delegates. He said that the homes and 
churehes of Chieago Christians would be 
opened to them. He contrasted the quiet 
convention with the wild and stormy march 
of the False Prophet of the Soudan. Yet 
both movements were dominated by one 
great priuciple, the spread of light. Great, 
however, was the difference between the 
crescent borne aloft by bloody hands and the 
cross sustained by its faithful missionaries. 
‘The movements of the Faise Prophet showed 
that the spread of Christian teaching, in hea- 
then lands werejnot to be unopposed. Where 
there was not wars persecutions must be 
faced, and the herculean task could only be 
accomplished by the revival of the mission- 
ary spirit. Annual gatherings of this char- 
acter were usefulin bringing together inen 
animated by a desire to promote the interests 
of a common cause. Representatives of va- 
rious theological seminaries, including all 
denominations, were thus joined more 
closely. The tendency of the times was to 
the reunion of peoples who had been broken 
into tribes, and of churches which had been 
divided into seets. He believed that all En- 
vlish-speaking nations would ultimately unite 
to give an open Bible to the world 
and to preach the Gospel to all men. 
It was a hopeful sign that so many 
young men ot more than ordinary at- 
tainments were ready to consecrate 
themselves to the ministry and the cause of 
Christ. The thought of such a spirit should 
elevate one’s ideas of Christian sacrifice, for 
the ministry offered them no prizes from a 
worldly standpoint. la conclusion, the 
speaker again welcomed the delegates to the 
hearts homes of Chicago, 
PROF. J. F. SMITH, 

a missionary to Turkey, said he had been 
nineteen years in the mission field, and 
thanked God that he had been called to the 
work. Five times every dayin Turkey one 
could hear proclaimed from the minarets the 
great truth of one God, but followed by the 
lying declaration that Mohammed is his 

rophet. ‘There are some small sects there, 
Nestorians, Armenians, and er, but they 
mostly read the Scriptures in dead languages 
which neither priest nor people can under- 
stand. In Turkey the position of women is 
most degraded, and the ignorance of both 
men and women is deplorable. In one 
city of 40,000 people the missionaries found 
but one woman who could read. But through 
the efforts of Christian missionaries the Bible 
had been translated into ali the langu 
spoken in Turkey. Nearly 300 schools, with 
15,000 pupils, had been established, and in all 
these schools the Bible was the text-book. If 
all the results of the mission work in Turkey 
were gathered along the road from Constan- 
tinople to Bagdad, a distance of 1,200 miles, 
there would be seen every half-mile a Chris- 
tian family, every three miles a place where 
men gathered together on the Sabbath for 
Christian worship, and every twelve miles a 
Christian church. The Christians there were 
very careful about whom they admitted to 
church membership, and the tests they im- 
posed were stricter than those en- 
ferced in this country. At Marsa- 
van there is a theological seminary year- 
ly turning out young men i earnest 
in the work of Christianizing their less fort- 
unate fellows. Littie schools were opened 
by poor women who had but asingle room 
for themselves. Yet in a territory as large 
as Illinois, with a population of 3,000,000, 
there were but five married missionaries and 
five female teachers. That was all the Amer- 
ican Missionary Society could afford, with 
the 100,000,000 of heathen looking toward it 
tor the bread of salvation. 

THE REV. THOMAS CRAVEN, 
missionary to India, said that India had a 
population of 263,000,000, and a territory about 
equal to that of the United States east of the 
Mississippi. Among the great obstacies to 
the advancement of Christianity in India 
was the immense amount of lit- 
erature in existence. there. Luck- 
now had twenty-six pubishing houses 
sending forth Hindu and Mohammedan 
books. One of these ran eighty presses, ein- 
ployed 700 hands, and kept $25,000 worth of 
paper in stock. From this one house 90,000 
copies of the Koran and 80,000 copies of the 
chief Hindu religious book were sent out 
yearly. Hundreds of newspapers were 
printed in Northern India, all actively 
engaged in maintaining the heathen faiths. 
Tracts were sent out by the million in de- 
fense of Krishna, The speaker met a Hindu 

eutleman who was conversant with English 
fiterature as wellas with Sanscrit, Persian, 
and various native dialects, and yet he con- 
tinued the worship of the gods. Notwith- 
standing the fact that there were large num- 
bers of intelligent heathen, the masses of the 
people were densely igorant. There had been 
many encouraging revivals among the masses 
in various parts of India. In the northern sec- 
tion there were five times as many acces- 
sions to Christianity as there were in 1865, 
Then there were seventy-nine, while last 
year 369 Hindus and Mohammedans joined 
the Christian churches. There was reason 
to believe that thinking Hindus were begin- 
ning to question the doctrine of polytheism, 
and that the rising generation was becoming 
inoculated with monotheism. Christians 
were held in higher estimation now than they 
were in bygone years. The ignorance of 
Hindus was dense. Of the 21,000,000 fe 
in the northwestern provinces only 9,760 can 
read or write, and only 1,200,000 of the ,- 
000,000 males can do either. 

The speaker closed with an a for sup- 
portin the great work in India. and after 
prayer the convention took a recess.

Tux Constitution of Michigan was adopted 
some years ago, and the salaries of the 
Judges of that State were arbitrarily fixed at 
81.500 a year. They has never been increased. 
The result is that lawyers competent to 
serve as Circuit Judges make their stay on 
the bench as short as possible. During the 
last nine years there have been twenty-five 
resignations of Judges, and only four have 
served a full term; eighteen of the Judges 
now on the bench have been in commission 
less than a vear. Within the last two years 
torty- four different Judges have presided in 
mme Circuit Courts of the State. The Judge 


nas no allowance save his salary of $1,500 a 
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than the Judge receives, and hence 


but few remain on the bench, as 
the incidental expenses of the position 
render it impossible to live and support 
a family, and they forthwith resign. 
The Legislature of the State has twice sub- 
mitted an amendment increasing the salaries, 
but on both occasions it has been voted 
down, the last time for the want of 600 votes. 
The last Legislature submitted the amend- 
ment again, fixing the increased salary at 
$2,500 a year, and it Is earnestly hoped it will 
this time de ratified. In no State of the 
country are Judges paid so indifferently. 
In lllinois the salaries of the Circuit Judges 
outside of this county are $3,000 each, and 
of those in this county $7,000 each. Certain- 
ly & man competent to serve as a Circuit 
Judge ought to receive the moderate sum 
proposed by the Michigan amendment.

THERE is a good deal of uneasiness among 
the Government’s special counsel in the star- 
route cases, and a corresponding amount of 
quiet satisfaction and enjoyment in the bosom 
of District-Attorney Corkhill, at the com- 
plication that has arisen over the payment of 
the fees of the extra lawyers employed by 
Attorney-General Brewster, who ignored 
Corkhill as incompetent or untrustworthy. 
George Bliss alone was allowed $24,000 for 
his services—at least, he was given an order 
on the Treasury for that amount by Mr. 
Brewster; but there is a hitch in the pay- 
ment of this and other allowances of the 
special counsel, and the legal authority of 
the Attorney-General to employ them is seri- 
ously disputed. Judge Lawrence, First Con- 
troller of the Treasury, has the accounts un- 
der advisement, and there is grave doubt 
whether he will “o. k.“ the order of the At- 
torney-General.

Tun extraordinary gall of Harvey T. 
Weeks, business manager and confidential 
agent of Mayor Harrison, in issuing a circu- 
lar calling on everybody to rally to the sup- 
port of the Democratic county ticket in or- 
der to insure an honest County Government 
will be appreciated by Republicans as a very 
good joke, though obviously intended to be 
taken in all seriousness. Remembering the 
brazen corruption of the McCaffrey-Fitzger- 
ald regime in the County Board in the days 
of Periolat’s greatness, when the Democrats 
had a working ring majority in the 
board, and taking into account the 
inevitable condition of things of the 
machinery of the civil and criminal 
courts, the selection of jurors, and the ad- 
ministration of the Sheriff’s office and of the 
jailin the hands of Mike McDonald, with 
five of Mike’s County Commissioners to 
swell the present Democratic element of the 
board into a majority—with these considera- 
tions in view the circular of Harvey Weeks 
must strike the taxpayers of Cook County as 
a most extraordinary document to come from 
a business-man who professes a desire for 
“honest county government.”’ It serves, 
however, to show what are the notions of 
honest government entertained by Harrison 
and his political aids. Corruption and job- 
bery in the County Board, which 
annually handles $1,500,000 of the people’s 
money, and the rights of justice and the 
safety of the community from the criminal 
classes in the custody of the recognized po- 
litical boss of the criminal classes—there’s 
“honest county government” for you with 
avengeance! Weeks’ circular has overshot 
the mark. Designed to solicit votes for Mike 
McDonald’s county ticket, it will have the 
effect of directing attention to the unuttera- 
ble evils and scandals which would be the in- 
evitable consequence of the success of that 
ticket. 


It is a matter of common notoriety that 
Mike McDonald is in absolute charge of the 
Democratic campaign for the election of 
county officers. It is coneeded that Me- 
Garigie, the Democratic candidate for Sheriff, 
is Mike McDonald’s man, and was put upon 
the ticket through the efforts of McDonald 
and his gang of strikersin spite of the pro- 
test of the better element of the convention. 
There is abundant reason to believe that sev- 
eral other candidates on the Democratic 
ticket are completely under the control of the 
boss gambler of Chicago, and that McDonald 
isto be the chief beneficiary of Democratic 
success. It is not known, however, how für 
McDonald’s success may enable him to en- 
croach upon the business and private affairs 
of Chicago people. There is ground for ap- 
prehension that his influence will not be 
confined to the care and treatment of the 
criminal classes in case his ticket shall be 
elected. He may not be willing to content 
himself with the manipulation of juries and 
the providing of straw bai! in eriminal cases, 
but may also be inclined to exact from those 
whom he shall elect certain exceptional con- 
siderations in the County and Probate Courts.

for the employment of his peculiar talents if 
he should ever get a foothold. 

There is one feature of the County Court 
business which would prove very attractive 
to Mike McDonald if he should ever decide 
to practice before that tribunal either in per- 
son or by proxy. The statute provides that 
“the County Court shall have erclusive 
original jurisdiction in all applications for 
discharge from arrest or imprisonment” 
under the Insolvent-Debtors act. Whenany 
debtor is brought before the County Court, 
he is permitted to “schedule out“ under the 
approval of the Judge, or, in other words, to 
avoid imprisonment by making such a show- 
ing of his assets as shall be satisfactory to 
the Judge. Whenever such a schedule is 
contested by a creditor who does not believe 
it to be a full and fair statement of the debt- 
or’s affairs, the Judge of the County Court 
has full discretion to accept a bond for the 
future appearance of the debtor and verifica- 
tion of his schedule. In case of forfeiture of 
that bond, the only practical remedy is for 
the creditor to sue on the bond approved by 
the court. It will be readily conceived that 
a man like Mike McDonald could arrange an 
extensive straw-bond system tor the protec- 
tion of dishonest debtors if he enjoyed the 
favor of the court, and business-men would 
find it extremely difficult to collect their 
debts under such a system. 

The Democratic candidate for County 
Judge is a young Irishman named Prender- 
gast, who has not earned any distinction at 
the bar by long practice, but is said to have 
been selected for the piace he holds on the 
ticket because he had the strong and urgent 
backing of Mike McDonald’s gang. The 
Republican candidate is Mr. Kohisaat, an 
American of German parentage, who is 
known to the entire Chicago bar as a man of 
unquestionable integrity and a lawyer of 
good attainments. 

The Probate Court, under the law, has 
original jurisdiction in the settlement of es- 
tates, the appointment of guardians and 
conservators, the sale of real estate of de- 
ceased persons for the payment of debts, and 
the protection of widows and orphans against 
the vampires who prey upon new-made 
graves.

| is Judge Knickerbocker, whose administra- 


tion of the trusts reposed in him in that 
capacity has never, 80 far as we know, elic- 
ited any complaint on account of partiality 
or delay. If the choice were between Judge 
Knickerbocker and an untried man believed 
to be equally capable and trustworthy, the 
former should have the support of all men 
of property and family; as it is, his com- 
petitor, Mr. Baker, is but little known in the 
community, and on that aecount cannot have 
the same claim upon public eonfidence which 
Judge Knickerbocker has fairly earned. 

‘The citizens of Chicago cannot afford to 
ignore the business and domestic importance 
of the two Judgeships which are to be filled 
at the approaching election, nor the notorious 
fact that Mike McDonald is the controlling 
power back of the Democratic ticket. It Me- 
Donald’s malign influence is to be extended 
to these two courts as well as the Sheriff’s 
office and the County Board, in the event he 
shall be able to claim e elected the 


Democratic ticket, the business-men and fam-

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WHAT NEW YORK SPENDS ON RELIGION. 

Investigations made by the New York 
Times put the total yearly expenditure ot 
the churches of that city, Catholic and Prot- 
estant, at $6,500,000, For the Catholic Church 
the figures are estimated, but for the other 
denominations they are taken from the 
church records. Of the Protestant churches 
the Episcopal has the largest membership, 
25,526, and spends the largest amount both for 
chureh purposes, $600,000, and fur benevo- 
lence, $1,150,407. The Presbyterians come 
next, with a membership of 21,590, church 
expeuditures of $359,904, and benevolent con- 
tributions of $545,000. The Methodists rank 
third. Their congregations number 13,359; 
they spend $200,000 on their church organiza- 
tions, but are credited with the disbursement 
of only $42,555 for benevolence. The Bap- 
tists, with a smaller membership, 12,725, and 
church expenditures of but $181,906, give 
away $200,663 a year. | 

In per capita expenditure the Jews are 
highest. Their average is $157. The Luther~ 


ans spend but $13 each, the Methodists, 818; 


the Episcopalians, $45; the Dutch Retormed, 
$33; the Presbyteriana, $34; the Baptists, $25; 
the Congregationalists, $39. In these figures 
is included the outlay for benevolence as 
well as running expenses. 

The Protestant churches cost $2,003,735 a 
year for their maintenance, and their chart- 
table contributions are $1,381,041. The total 
expenses of the seventy-five Catholic 
churches are $1,125,000, and their benevolent 
contributions are estimated at as much more 
—$1,125,000. A sum of $775,2% is allowed 
for thagburch-building account of all de- 
nominations. This makes up the grand total 
of $6,500,000, The Protestant membership is 
101,441. That of the Catholic is not given. 

Next to the Episcopal Church, the richest 
religious body in New York is a division of 
the Reformed Dutch, known asthe Col 
legiate Church.” It received gifts of land 
that have come to be worth many millions of 
dollars. But this church, according to the 
Times, notwithstanding enormous wealth 
and the best of social influences, is steadily 
running down. Its membership is now but 
1,950, and is decreasing ata rate thatin a 
quarter of acentury will bring the millions 
now tied up in the church back to the State, 
under forfeiture, because there willbe no 
one to. represent the corporation. The 
Lutheran Church of New York hada nar- 
row escape from great wealth. It was in an 
early day, 1708, offered fifty acres of what 
is now in the heart of the wholesale district, 
This they refused, their historian says, be- 
cause they were persuaded by the Episco 
palians that it would overtask their re- 
sources to put a fence about the land. After 
the Lutherans had declined the grant, the 
Episcopalians, who had a lot of rails on 
hand, applied for the land and got it. So say 
the Lutherans. 

The statistics collected by the Times are 
new and are interesting. It is worth while 
to notice that New York spends but a quar- 
ter as much for its churches as for its gov- 
ernment. This costs it $30,000,000 a year, 
as against $6,500,000 for its churches. An- 
other comparison that cannot be blinked is 
that the metropolis spends more than three 
times as much for its grog as for its religion. 
The annual outlay in New York for liquor 
is put by good authorities at $20,000,000. A 
community that spends $30,000,000 a year on 
such a government as New York has and 
$20,000,000 for rum, does not doits whole 

duty when it spends but $6,500,000 a year on 
its churches and church charities. New 
York is a wickeder city than we had sup- 
posed it to be.

“KICK ME!” 

One person has been made supremely 
happy by the London Standard’s sarcastic 
leader on Mayor Harrison, and that person is 
Harrison himself. English papers seldom 
please so much as one American when they 
undertake an American editorial, and the 
London Standard has been unusually suc- 
cessful. Its leader-writer no doubt thought 
he was penning something very crushing, but 


ne does not know our Carter’s toughness of 


cuticle. Carter has had his skin disciplined 
by scores of newspaper castigations, and the 
Standard’s touch will simply excite a gentle 
and agreeable sense of titillation, 

The Mayor will cut the paragraph out, 
paste it in his hat, hang his hat firmly on his 
bump of approbativeness, put his bump of 
approbativeness on horseback, and dash 
about the city as the important being whom 
the Standard attacked in an article that was 
cabled across the ocean. It will taxe a spe- 
clal steamer to hold the marked copies he 
will send for to be distributed among his 
constituents. 

IIis political future is now assured in his 
own estimation. Ile will expect every Irish- 
man to vote for him, because he has been at- 
tacked by one of their natural enemies. He 
will canvass the German vote with additional 
confidence, if his confidence can be in- 
creased, because the Standard declares that 
he is muddled, Could anything be more oppor- 
tune? Hecan claim to be solid with theanti- 
Prohibitionists forever if his reputation for 
being *“‘ muddled” has got as far as London. 
And then the hint of gallantry in the guarded 
remark about his picking up the wrong end 
of any tangled skein. What perfumed vis- 
ions it suggests of our gay and gallant Carter 
haunting the boudoirs of beauty and holding 
skeins of silk for fairy fingers to roll while 
houri eyes beam on their cavalier. 

This is really the most delightful thing that 
ever happened to our Mayor. With all the 
malice that a British paper must feel in hunt- 
ing one who has dared to sympathize with 
the Land League, the only charge the Stand- 
ard can make up against our Carter is that 
he cannot write bistory. This is a dreadful 
accusation, and it must be true if the Stand- 
ard says so. Fortunately, the Mayor's 
friends have a sturdy loyalty which will not 
be shaken even by this revelation. Perhaps 
those for whose good opinions he cares most— 
Michael McDonald, Esq., James II. Hildreth, 
Esq., and the Hon. Frank Lawier—may waver 
a moment. They admitted Mayor Harrison 
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to the Inner recesses of their charmed iiter- 


ary cirele because he assured them on his 
word of honor that he did not compose his 
own messages, and that, if he had a mind to, 
he could write any of them up in a style that 
would make Motley, or Bancroft, or Sparks, 
or any first-class historian blush. 

If the Mayor sees that they are disaffected 
by the disclosures of the Standard we can 
suggest his defense to him, Let him point 
ont that if he cannot write history he can 
make it. They cannot help seeing that. He 
is making it very fast, such as it is, 
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THE NATIONAL OURRENCY. 

The average outstanding circulation of the 
Bank of England is ‘about £27,500,000, which 
represents about $137,500,000. In addinon 
the bank-note circulation of England, Ire- 
land, and Scotland is about $50,000,000, mak- 
ing a total pape: currency for Great Britain 
of about $187,000,000, That of the United 


States is $346,000,000 in legal tenders, and 


$356,000,000 in National-bank notes, and some 
$75,000,000 in silver certificates, making al- 
together a paper circulation of over $775,- 
000,000, or nearly five timesas much as is the 
total paper circulation of Great Britain. 

The Director of the Mint has made the es- 
timate that on the lst of July last there was 
in this country an actual circulating 
medium of gold, silver, bullion, and paper 
in all their forms of $1,020,377,577, of which 
$74,500,000 in coin was added during the last 
year, and of this coin $28,000,000 was gold 
and $45,500,000 was silver. But the total cir- 
culation of the vountry—that .hoarded as 
well as in circulation—was $1,544,000,000, 

The vast amount of gold—which exceeds 
$500,000,000—is largely in the hands of the 
people, and not in use; but the recent orders 
that it be received by the Treasury in ex- 
change for Treasury certificates will have 
the effect of adding these certificates to the 
currency of the country, What, then, is the 
necessity for the National-bank circulation ? 
The whole of that currency may be retired 
and still leave in the form of greenbacks 
and coin certificates three times as much 
paper currency in the United States as there 
is in Great Britain. This currency of the 
United States is not depreciated paper of 
fluctuating value, It is the equivalent of 
coin and current with it for all purposes. 
Why should the Government now create an 
additional debt for the purpose of enabling 
the banks to issue a useless currency at a 
profit? There is no necessity for any such 
currency, and as it ceases to be profitable the 
the banks should be permitted to withdraw 
it, and in their business employ the National 
currency, 

It is not likely that the country will ever 
consent to the purchase of the 4 per cent 
bonds at the premium they now command. 
The country will never consent to buy up 
one class of bonds by paying for them an- 
other class in the proportion of $117 of new 
bonds for every $100 of old. Particularly 
will the country protest against such a meas- 
ure when the avowed purpose is to furnish 
the banks with cheap bonds to deposit as se- 
curity for a bank-note circulation that is now 
utterly useless. The country has not forgot- 


| ten the persistent efforts of these National 


banks to depreciate the value of the consti- 
tutional silver currency in order to make 
room for their own hybrid bank-notes. 
— 
A CASE OF RECIPROCAL DISGUST. 

Mayor Harrison nas succeeded in disgust- 
ing the audiences he has addressed in the 
interest of Mike MeDonald’s Democratic 
ticket during the last few days to such an 
extent that the German newspaper which 
supports that ticket demanded his withdrawal 
from the campaign, and the Bridgeport boys 
hooted at him in contempt. And now Mayor 
Harrison is disgusted with his audiences. 
He expected to eapture the Germans with 
the promise of a debauch and to secure the 
sympathy of the Irish by a mixture of pro- 
fane and erotic language, and he was dis- 
appointed in both. His indorsement of 
Mike McDonald has not been received with 
the enthuslasm he counted upon by any class 
of voters. Hence the Mayoris gloomy. To 
a reporter who asked him where he intended 
to speak next week be replied that he 
didn’t know, that he didn’t think he 
would speak at all, and that he was 
seriously contemplating a retirement to pri- 
vate lite. This denotes that IIarrison is in a 
cave of gloom. Nothing short of the deepest 
despondency—utter despair—could induce 
him to refer in the most remote and obscure 
manner toa possible retirement from poll 
tics. What can it be? What has come over 
the spirit of his dream“ How is that the man 
who only a few weeks ago bearded the 
British lion in his lair, drank his own heaith 
at a Dublin banquet, and was ushered back 
to his home in the blaze of rockets and the 
thunder of artillery (at Mike McDonald’s 
expense), is now overcome by dejection? It 
can’t be remorse, for Mr. Harrison's late 
speeches have shown that he is more imper- 
vious than ever to the accepted ideas of pro- 
priety. Itcan’t be lack of confidencein hisown 
ability, for his overweening vanity is proof 
against weakness of that kind. It can’t be pub- 
lic criticism, for the skin of a rhinoceros is 
not thicker than his. It must be the appre- 
hension of approaching defeat in the county 
and State election. The success of Mike Mc- 
Donald this year is of great importance to Mr. 
Harrison. McDonald’s defeat this fall fore- 
shadows his own next spring, and will not 
leave him the ghost of a chance to carry the 
Illinois Legislature and reach out to the 
United State Senate. Harrison has made 
McDonald’s cause his own. Le has apolo- 
gized publicly for the boss gambler, and ap- 
proved specifically of his management of the 
Democratic campaign. McDonaldand Har- 
rison stand or fall together, and Harrison 
evidently fears that they are going to be 
“downed.” The Germans repudiate the de- 
praved theories of local gowernment which 
Harrison has put before them. The Irish 
hoot athim. The Americans are astounded 
at the estimate he places upon public intelll- 
gence. And Harrison seems to comprehend 
at last that be has carried his demagogical 
practices too far, and alienated a large part 
of the people whom he hoped to conciliate. 
This alone will account for his disgust and 
his despondency. 
that the people, if not so despondent, are just 
as much disgusted as he 18. 

WITHIN the past ten days the price of but- 
ter has advanced three to six cents. The ad- 
vance is principally contined to choice 
grades, and is wholly the result ofan active 
demand from the local manutacturers of 
bogus butter. In the compound which they 
impose upon consumers under the name 
of butter the finest-flavored goods are 
used, otherwise the buttery flavor which is 
depended upon to disguise the presence of 
the 663¢ per cent of lard, of which their 
product is composed, would be wanting, and 
the stuff would be unsalable except to axle- 
grease manufacturers amd cheap boarding- 
houses. Iu view of the fact that the season 
has been more than ordinarily favorable 
fora large product of butter, and that our 
exports from May 1 to date are nearly 
7,000,000 pounds less than for the corre- 
sponding period last year, itis evident that 
present prices are abnormally high. The Chi- 
cago market being two to three cents above the 
New York quotation, there is no shipping de- 
mand, and, as the extravagant prices have se- 
riously curtailed consumption, it may well 
be doubted that present can long be 
sustained. That the markets have

A HINT TO BEEF-SHIPPERS. 

The facts made public by Tun Tmnuxn 
with regard to the trade in diseased cattle at 
the Stock-Yards are commented upon by the 
Eastern press. The New York Sun declares 
that no beef trade can be in a wholesome 
condition when such disclosures can be made 
about it. It calls for the most vigorous su- 
pervision of the sanitary conditi=n of West- 
ern beef. No arguments are needed here to 
convince the public that inspection is neces- 
sary. There should be a State inspector at 
the Stock-Yards to intercept all diseased, 
disabled, or worn-out cattle that come there, 
and see that they are sentto the rendering 
houses, and not to the markets and corned- 
beet factories. 

But there is a class that have amore definit 
and concentrated interest in the reform than 
the public. The business of the men who 
are shipping Chicago dressed beef to the 
Eastern markets will surely suffer if this 
abuseis not checked. If the Eastern con- 
sumer gets the notion into his head that he 
may be buying bacteria instead of beef his 
appetite will begin to flag. It will be money 
in the pockets of the Stock-Yards men to see 
to it that the next Legislature sets in opera- 
tion the most thorough kind of meat inspec- 
tion. 

It should be. made so stringent as to ad- 
vertise the soundness of Chicago beef to 
every newspaper in the country by reports 
of wholesale confiscation of unsound meat. 
Chicago will then be protected as well as the 
rest of the country, and will no longer have 
to rely upon the seandalously insuflicient 
system of city inspection.

CIVIL V8. COLLEGE LAWS. 

A student at Bowdoin College has struck a 
blow at hazing which promises to be the be- 
ginning of the end of this brutal practice. 
The victim in this case had been visited by 
seven of his fellow-students, who treated him 
to the customary indignities which charac- 
terize the conduet of bullies of this sort, who 
feel themselves at liberty to attack and an- 
noy the unfortunate and unprotected fresh- 
man, and shelier themselves behind col- 
legiate privileges and traditions, which hith- 
erto have been deemed sufficiently strong to 
furnish them with immunity. The victim of 
this attack did not regard it from this point 
of view atall, but believed there was a power 
behind college traditions strong enough to 
protect him in the future and to recompense 
him for the indignity which had been put 
upon him. That power was the civil law, 
and to it he appealed in asuit for damages, 

lie accordingly went before a jury, recited 
his wrongs, introduced testimony, and 
clearly convinced them he had been in- 
jured by a gang of cowardly and brutal as- 
sailants, and they awarded him $2,700 in dam- 
ages. ‘The penalty was none too large and 
will not appear so to any except possibly to 
the students, who will look upon it as a pret- 
ty round bill for“ making a night of it,” as 
Cate Dove would say, in assaults upon fresh- 
men. It is safe to say, however, that they 
will be satisfied with the verdict to the ex- 
tend that they will abandon hazing in the 
future, 

It is somewhat remarkable that so simple a 
remedy has not been discovered long ago, or 
why it should not have been assumed that a 
student in college has not just as much 
right to claim protection at the hands of the 
law against assaults upon his person and 
property as any citizen outside of college 
walls has, or why a law broken in college 
should not be vindicated just as speedily 
and completely as a law broken out of col- 
lege. There is hope now that the finishing 
blow has been dealt at the practice. Hitherto 
college authorities have sought to reach it 
by discipline, but have failed, for one reason 
perhaps that they have never sought to dis- 
cipline it Very thoroughly, inasmuch as they 
were once students themselves, and hazed 
and were hazed in their younger days. As a 
case in point, one of the most distinguished 
Presidents of a leading Eastern college was 
interviewed by a freshman who bit- 
terly complained that as he was pass- 
ing along the walk some one had emptied 
a pall of slops upon him. The President af- 
fected to think it was very wrong, and if he 
knew who did it would certainly discipline 
the offender, but at the same time notified 
the freshman that it was an immemorial cus- 
tom and that he could get even and take a 
revenge in kind upon the first person who 
passed under his window, It was a fitting 
reply to such advice that the freshman 
obeyed him literally, and as the President 
was the first person that caught his eye as he 
watched for his victim the President was 
drenched with the avenging bucket of slops. 
The error in dealing with this brutal and 
disgusting practice hitherto has consisted in 
dealing with students as a privileged class 
and assuming that the Alma Mater was not 
only a person to be treated with the ordinary 
courtesy due to the sex, buta mistress who 
ruled over her little and turbulent world 
by a code of her own, which was a justifica- 
tion unto itself. It has been assumed that she 
was competent to punish all transgressors 
within her walls, and that this guaranteed 
them from any of the penalties which are 
visited upon outside transgressors. The 
young man in Bowdoin College has had the 
good sense and courage to explode this 
tradition ina very satisfactory manner, and 
now that the ice has been broken we may 
expect to see fractures in every direction 
until there isa hole big enough to bury the 
hideous and brutal custom out of sight for- 
ever. College discipline hitherto has not 
been successful in transforming a natural 
ruwdy into the semblance of a gentleman, but 
the lawof the land has redeeming grace in 
this direction, and now that it has proved its 
efficacy in one cure will, it is to be hoped, 
come into general request.

M. TARNIER, the surgeon of the Maternity 
Hospital in Paris, struck by the great mortality 
among infants prematurely born, and those 
which are very sickly after birth, bas conceived 
the ingenious idea, says the London Lancet, of 
constructing a box whieh is almost exaetiy ¢im- 
ilar to the incubators used for poultry. This 
box is dividea into two compartments—the 
lower one being used as a reservoir for hot 
water, while the infant is piaced in the upper 
one, which is well stuffed at the sides and titted 
with a sliding glass cover. The temperature is 
maintained at 8 degrees Fahr.; and N. 
Tarnier bas found that, by keeping infants in 
the incubator for a period varying from two 
days to six weeks, their vitality is enormously 
improved. He has made experiments upon five 
6-months children, six 7-mouths, and thirteen 8 
months children, and he has lost only two of 
them, whereas, according to his statement, 
three-fourths of them would have died but for 
this adventitious aid to vitality.

GERMANY. 


THE PRUSSIAN ELECTION A GREAT son 
PRISE. 


Benin, Oct. 26—Midnight.—The result of 
the secondary elections to the Landtag which 
occurred today resulted as follows: There 
were elected 417 Prussian Legislators; of 
these 128 were Conservatives, 56 Free Con- 
servatives, 87 Centre, 65 National Liberals, 
19 Secessionists, 36 Progressists, 17 Poles, 2 
Danes, and 8 Particularists. Dr. Stern, 
Democratic Progressist candidate, editor of 
the Frankfurt Gazette, and Herr Flinch, 
Progressist, a local manufacturer, were re- 
turned for Frankfort. 

AMONG THE DEPUTIES FLECTED 
are Minister Puttkammer and Herren Mey- 
back, Luzius, Kameke, and Botticher. 

The elections for the most part passed off 
quietly. The demonstrations of the anti- 
Jewish faction at Berlin, which at one time 
threatened to seriously involve the peace, 
goon subsided. 

THERE is GREAT DISAPPOINTMENT 
among the Liberals that the general result 
in Berlin has not been as they hoped and 
predicted. All the Progressist candidates in 
Berlin have defeated the Conservatives by 
large majorities. The newspapers, which 
are in sympathy with or are leaders of the 
Liberal party. have been greatly misled in 
their estimate. They had expected material 
gains here and throughout the kingdom.

Gladstone, in moving a vote of thanks to 
the commanders, officers, and men of the 
British army in Egypt, said he would not 
ask the House to commit itself to the Gov- 
ernment’s policy. Gladstone said the Indian 
contingent was worthy of the brotherhood 
into which they had entered. It would be 
the duty of the Government to propose suita- 
ble annuities for Admiral Seymour and Gen. 
Wolseley, who, he said, had accepted peer- 
ages, Hespoke for an hour, and concluded

THE EGYPTIAN AFFAIR. 
THE TRIAL OF REBEL LEADERS. 

CAlno, Oct. 2%.—The English counsel re- 
fuse to take part in the defense of Toulba 
Pasha and Mahmoud Baroudi, because, in 
addition to other charges, incendiarism is 
one of the matters complained of regarding 
them, and the evidence seems strong. They 
wili, however, defend Arabi Pasha and other 
insurgent leaders. 

It is declared that there are only 120 pris- 
oners at Cairo, and very few in the interior. 

Sir Charles Wilson denies that Ninet, the 
Swiss, was ill-treated while in prison, 

Malet has taken fresh steps to prevent the 
prisoners from being tortured. 

The Prosecution Committee examined Ali 
Bey Rushdi, who, during the bombardment 
of Alexandria, commanded the guard at the 
law courts. lle states he was ordered by 
Suleiman and Daoud Pashas to fire the build- 
ing, but he followed Arabi to Kafr-el-Dwar 
without executing the order. He was taken 
before Arabi, who asked him whether he had 
obeyed the order. Rushdi replied “ Yes” 
through fear. Arabi exelaimed: Thank 
God, we have annihilated the greater part of 
the Christians and their principal buildings.” 
This evidence is thus far, however, not sup- 
ported. 

Abdellah Pasha, Ali Fehmy Pasha, and 
Abdul Pasha corroborate the reported ill 

treatment of rebel prisoners. Six of them 
were beaten with slippers and spat upon. 
Arabi Pasha delivered to Broadley, his coun- 
sel, a statement of various indignities in- 
flicted upon him. Broadley has instituted 
proceedings against the chief actors in these 
outrages, 

It is denied very positively here that the 
Egyptian Ministry are afraid of revelations” 
which will be made during the development 
of the defense of Arabi Pasha, and that con- 
sequently they intend te drop the trial of 
that rebel. The importance of the docu- 
ments in the hands of Arabi’s counsel has 
been greatly exaggerated. According to 
their version, they say those papers do not in 
any degree, directly or indirectly, affect any 
Minister of the Sultan or member of the ex- 
isting Ministry of Egypt. 

The Khedive has, according to a previous- 
ly announced intention, amnestied 600 offi- 
cers of Arabi’s force. Besides this, he has 
ordered to be degraded in the ranks about 
twelve others, and some fifty will be tried 
for high treason. 

Among the documents belonging to Arabi 
Pasha in possession of the authorities is a 
letter from the Sultan’s religious adviser to 
Ababi, seriously implicating the Sultan in the 
course Arabi pursued, : 

MURDERED BY BEDOUINS. 

ALEXANDRIA, Oct. 26.—Col, Warren, who 
has been searching for Prof. Palmer and 
party, who it is feared has been murdered by 
Bedouins, reports that he had seized a letter 
at Akba, written by the Governor of Nakhl, 
proving that the Governor had ordered Palm- 
er's party to be attacked. The letter states 
that they were killed. 

Surz, Oct. 26.—Prof. Palmer, during an ex- 
cursion in the country where Capt. Gill and 
Lieut. Charrington were last seen, some 
distance northwest of this place, discovered 
their bodies in a state of decomposition. 
The Bedouins in that section are very hostile, 
and those who are compromised by this last 
discovery are loudly threatening to begin an 
attack upon Col. Warren’s party, which is 
searching for the missing. 

Caro, Oct. 26.—It is believed Prof. Palmer 
and party were led to the edge of a precipice 
and offered the alternative of throwing thein- 
selves over or being shot. It is supposed 
Prof. Palmer leaped over and Capt. Gill and 
Lieut. Charrington chose the other alterna- 
tive. and were put to death. 

Loxpox. Oct. 26.—A telegram has been 
received from Suez by the British Admiral- 
ty, saying that news is brought to that point, 
through a party searching for the missing 
British officers, that in Wady Cabaly, a point 
northeast from Suez, the remnants of their 
baggage had been found, together with 
several letters which served fully to identify 
them. A Bedouin was also captured who 
had upon his person an English tobacco- 
pouch. This was immediately recognized as 
having belonged to Harrington, one of the 
missing. The native accounted for having 
it in his possession by saying it was given 
him by Chief Ali Mushed, who, he said, had 
murdered Palmer’s entire expedition party, 
and distributed the plundered clothes and 
other personal effects among the population.

It is de- 
cided to enlist as many black troops as pos- 
sible for service against the False Prophet.

FRANCE, 
THE COMMUNE. 

Parts, Oct. 26.—Le Paris publishes the de- 
talls of the anarchists’ conspiracy. They 
show that it is composed of a small number 
of stanch supporters in all the towns and 
manufacturing villages of France, The mem- 
bers are mostly young men, who distribule 
the revolitionary papers. Each group has a 
distinetive name. A letter seized by the au- 
thorities recommends that the groups should 
pretend to be trades-unions. All the groups 
in a department form a federation, some hav- 
ing a secret symbol, and these federations are 
a link between the groups and the Central 
Committee. Several of the persons arrested 
on Saturday last belong to 

THE FEDERATIONS. 

The Central Committee is composed of 
delegates from each of the federations. It 
meets monthly at Geneva. Letters in Prince 
Krapotkine’s handwriting show him to be a 
member of the conspiracy. The disturb- 
ances in August at Montceau les Mines were 
not ordered, as the committee disap- 
proved of them as premature. They 
were due to the clericalism of the manager 
of the mine. The dynamite found by the au- 
thorities was manufactured at St. Sauveur, 
in Switzerland. A succession of fires at 
Amiens produced great uneasiness. The ac- 
tion of the Goyernment in suspending the 
trials of persons arrested in connection with 
rioting at Montceau les Mines is much criti- 
cised, but it is taken as a resolution not to 
allow the miscreants to enjoy immunity.

THE AMERICAN MINISTER. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. %.—Gen. Lew 
Wallace, United States Minister to the Porte, 
has been invited to a private audience with 
the Sultan Saturday of this week.

New Beprorp, Mass., Oct. 26.—A letter 
received in this city from Capt. Crapo, of the 
lost schooner Surprise, of this port, which 
was wrecked at Basket Island, near Punta 
Arenas, on the Straits of Magellan, gives 
particulars of the loss, and also says the 
poat’s crew that he left at the island were 
subsequently massacred by the natives, with 
the exception of a Portuguese boy.

CERTIFIED CHECKS. 
THE NEW LAW BOTHERING THE BANKERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 26.—The subject of most 
engrossing interest to the brokers and oper- 
ators in Wall street just now is the operation 
of the new Banking law, which went into 
operation in July last, and which prohibits 
National banks from certifying the checks of 
any customer to a greater amount than the 
sum whieh he actually has on deposit when 
the check is presented. The business of Wall 
street, from its very nature, is largely done 
on credit, The accommodation may not be 
required for more than half an hour, 
but without this credit in some 
form the business of the street is 
bound to be thrown into confusion. Before 
the new law was passed the banks made no 
objection to certifying the checks of their 
regular customers to any reasonable amount, 
but since the adoption of the law this specific 
kind of accommodation has of necessity 


stopped. In its place 

A SYSTEM OF “ ACCEPTING ” 
the checks of customers has come into vogue, 
which system is simply an evasion of the 
purpose of the law, the word “ accepted ” 
being stamped upon the check instead of 
„ certitied,’”’ which the law expressly pro- 
hibits But so plain an evasion of 
the law cannot de permitted to 
go on forever, and the brokers and the banks 
have long been expecting an opinion from 
Attorney-General Brewster, to whom the 
subiect was referred by Controller Knox, 
declaring the acceptance of checks in ex- 
cess of the amount on balance to the credit 
of the signer a violation of the new law. It 
was said in the street today that the Attor- 
ney-General had already so decided, and that 
the announcement of his decision would be 
officially made in avery short time. The 
Phenix Bank is first to take action in this 
matter, and it gave notice to its customers on 
Tuesday that 
IT WOULD ACCEPT NO OVERDRAWN CHECKS 
after Jan. 1 next. The other banks will prob- 
ably soon be forced todo what the Phenix 
Bank bas done. It is this serious disposition 
which the Stock Exchange is now called upon 
to grapple, and the only plan which seems 
thus far to have been suggested is the estab- 
lishment of a clearing-house for stocks in 
which brokers may make their clearings at 
specified times and settle their balances. 
There is a strong feeling against the clear- 
ing-house project a a great many 
leading brokers, and, of course, on the 
other hand, it has among its advocates some 
of the most solid men on the street. Opinion 
is unanimous on one point, and that is the 
necessity of making the next Congress un- 
derstand the absurdity of the new banking 
law so far as it relates to the certification of 
checks, and inducing it, if possible, to repeal 
or modify that portion of it.

Democracy appeared most 
likely to “catch on” was that of Potter 
Palmer. Joe Mackin is entitled to the 
credit of suggesting it, and the tired 
committee jumped at the suggestion.

All for Finerty—The Work of Machine- 
Smashing Goes On. 

Another rousing Finerty and Ruger meet- 
ing was held last night on the corner of 
Loomis and West Twelfth streets. It is very 
fortunate for Mr. Finerty and his friends 
that the weather has behaved itself so well of 
late, for the crowds which attend the iude- 
pendent meetings are far too large for the 
halis to be found in the Fifth, Sixth, and 
Seventh Wards, and an adjournment to the 
open air is always necessary. At the meet- 
ing last night fully 1,500 voters were present. 
Mr. T. C. MeDonald presided. He said that 
Mr. Finerty had come before the people at 
the request of thousands of voters of the 
district who were tired of ring rule and re- 
belied against bossism.

Mr. Finerty arrived at this moment and 
was received with loud and continuous 
cheering. It was announced that he would 
speak from the sidewalk on Loomis street 


and in a few moments the space for half a 
block was packed. The speaker began by 
saying that while it was always more diffi- 
cult to talk in the oven air than in a hall, 
yet the grandest popular meetings ever held 
were open-air meetings. An Irishman 
called out “Slievnamon’”’ and Mr. Finerty re- 
plied “ You’re right, my boy. 1 was there.” 
He went on to say that the grandest testi- 
mony to the genuineness of this great popu- 
lar movement was that they had failed all 
through the campaign to find a hall large 
enough to hold them. The people came in 
their numbers to listen to an humble citizen 
of the Republic, not because of the man, but 
for the sake of the principle he represented.

Sundelius, who was a candidate at the 

primaries, to run as an independent Repub- 

lican candidate. Senator De Lang, with an 
unselfishness which cannot be too highly 
commended, gave up the idea of running in- 
dependent himself and called upon his 
triends to rally to the support of Mr. Sun- 
delius. The County Convention in making 
up the ticket unfortunately overlooked the 
Scandinavians. Some of the leading repre- 
sentatives of that nationality, believing that 
it should be represented ou the ticket, have 
been urging, with final success, that the Ex- 
ecutive Committee could not do a more 
graceful or judicious thing than place Mr. 
Sundelius’ name on the legislative ticket on 
an equality,with Mr. Jaussen’s, giving each of 
them one and one-half votes. At the 
committee meeting yesterday, a number of 
prominent Scandinavians from the Seven- 
teenth and other wards presented the matter 
in detail, and made a plea which finally 
proved successful. ‘They showed very clear- 
ly that such a recognition of the Scandina- 
vians would bein the interest of the whole 

Republican ticket; that it would increase 

the vote for the county ticket by calling out 

the votes of many who would otherwise stay 
at home; that it was by no means impossible, 
but quite probable, that both Janssen and 

Sundelius would be elected; and that finally 

the vote thus called out would add materially 

to the support which Mr. Kiolbassa will re- 

ceive, and place his election almost beyond a 

peradventure. The case was presented with 

such earnestness, such fairness, and such 
evident devotion to the interests of the whole 
ticket that the committee became convinced 
of the soundness of the plea, and decided to 
print both. names on the ticket, with one 
and one-half votes opposit each.

Look and behold! One set of people desire 
and are willing to live honestly and work hon- 
estly for that living, and another set desire 
to wet their living by trickery and dishonesty. 
One class favors honest toil, another class 
favors anything else than honest toil, let it 
be either gambling, prostitution, or the con- 
fidence-game. It matters not, dear reader, 
whether you are a Democrat ora Repub- 
lican, the question for you to decide is: 
Which of these two sets do you wish to run 
our local Government? Your principles, 
politically, are not at stake in any form what- 
ever.

The Mozart Society’s Concert at Musie- 
Mall. 
The concert given by the Mozart Society at 


Central Music-Hall last night was in reality 


a legacy left over from last season to be paid 
at the earliest opportunity. It was an “ ex- 
tra” concert, and not one of the regular se- 
ries, which will be opened some time in De- 
cember. It was, however, the club’s first ap- 
pearance under the new leader, Mr. M. I. 
Bartlett, and a very good if not a large audi- 
ence greeted the new conductor as he stepped 
to the front for the opening chorus. This 
much may be said at once, that if the im- 
provement noticeable in the work of the so- 
ciety since its last appearance is any crite- 
rion of what it proposes to do, there 
is no reason why it should not 
in time take rank with the best 
Männerchors. It appears to have found an 
instructor capable of developing its powers, 
and to have decided to profit in ever? way by 
his instructions. The chorus seems also to 
be stronger in numbers, and certainly sings 
with more spicit and precision than ever be- 
fore. There are still points where it is some- 
whatdineven, but that is not unnatural. In 
the opening stanza of The Nun of Nida- 
ros the first and second basses dragged and 
were not together, but the fault was atoned 
for by excellent work during the rémainder 
of the piece. The interest of the evening 
cenetred in the appearance of a new singer, 
Miss Antonia Henne, aud in the first pre- 
sentation of Dudley Buck’s cantata, The 
Nun of Nidafos,” the words being Longfel- 
low’s. With the rest of the program people 
were more or less familiar, Miss Henne has 
a mezzo-soprano voice of considerable power. 
It is, however, destitute of sympathetic qual- 
ity, and is controlled by a faulty method. 
The lady’s singing is not easy, having the 
constant appearance of forcing, although it 
is generally true. She was heard to better 
advantage in her two German songs than in 
the arla from Le Prophéte,” or in Berig- 
nani’s Flower Girl,” giveo as an encore. 
The impression left was that of a fair singer 
with some good notes in both upper and 
lower registers, weak in the middie tones, 
and a voice not especially sympathetic. “The 
Nun of Nidaros” is a spirited selection, and 
abounds in strong harmonies. It is dramatic 
in form, and was admirably sung, particu- 
larly the final chorus, arring an occa-

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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


A Committee Appointed to See if 
There Is a Real-Estate 
Ring. 


Mr. Stauber’s Incautious Utterances 
Apt to Bother Him— Routine 
Business Done. 


The City Board of Education met last 
evening, President Bridge in the chair. 

A petition was presented for the introdue- 
tion of German in the Threop School, which 
was referred to the Committee on German. 

A petition was also presented asking that 
an evening school be opened in Pickard 
School. 

THE NEW ARCHITECT. 

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
reported in favor of appointing James R. 
Willett as architect of the board, his pro- 
posal being the lowest. His proposal was to 
make drawings and specifications and super- 
intend the construction of  fifteen-reom 
buildings for $800; tor superintending bulld- 
ings partly constructed, $400; and for super- 
intending the work on the North and South 
Side High Schools, $800 each. The report 
Was concurred in. 

‘The Committee on School Furniture and 
Supplies recommeded that the furniture for 
the Lawndale, Walsh, Longtellow, and San- 
gamon Street Schools be purchased from the 
Novelty Manufacturing Company and the 
Booth & Osgood Manufacturing Company, 
their bids being the lowest, ‘The report was 
adopted, 

The Committee on Musi¢ and Drawing re- 
ported that the pupils in these branches had 
increased about 35 per cent the past year. 
The uumder of pupils was 566, against 364 for 
the previous year. It was recommended. in 
consequence of the increase of pupils, that 
the special teacher of drawing in the High 
Schools be allowed an assistant, and 
that sets ot “models” for the 
use of drawing-teachers and scholars 
be purchased for the Brown, Nickersonville, 
Carpenter, Clark, Cottage Grove, Dow, 
Haven, King, Newberry, Ogden, Sheridan, 
rhroop, Wicker Park, and Washington 
Schools, the same to be purchased from the 
Jonathan Burr Fund. ‘The revort also rec- 
ommended the employment of an assistant 
for the tacher of the vocal music. The re- 
port was referred. 

GERMAN, 

The annual report of the Committee on 
German was presented. It shows that the 
study of German has made considerable prog- 
ress during the year, having been intro- 
duced in two additional schools—the 
Armour and Sheridan—leavi only the 
Holden, Oakley, Throop, Wallace, West 
Jackson Central Park, Lawndale, 
and Brighton Schools where the lau- 
guage is not taught The number 
of pupils is‘shown to have been 5,322, against 
4,527 for last year; of these 4,966 belonged 
to the grammar grades and 366 to the high 
schools. The percentage studying German 
in the grammar schools was 48; 2,334 were in 
the fifth grade, 1,425 in the sixth grade, 404 
in the seventh grade, and eighty in the 
eighth grade. The repori concludes with a 
recommendation that German be introduced 
in the third and fourth grades, and that the 
rule restricting the number of pupils re- 
quired to form a class in the schools be re- 
moved. The report was ordered printed. 

The Superintendent reported on tne even- 
ing schools, showing that the enrollment for 
the first week had been 2,282, for the second 
week 3,175, and for the third week 3.915. 
The average attendance had been for the 
first week 1,545, for the second week 1,935, 
and for the third week 1,939, being a large in- 
crease over the attendance for last year. 

Inspector Dunne introduced a resolution. 
which was adopted, authorizing the Commit- 
tee on Special Funds and Prizes to disburse 
the Hesing German Fund, recently created 
by a donation from Washington Hesing.

Resolved, Further, that if Mr. Stauber states 
that he has made said charges ana knows or be- 
lle ves the same to be true, that be furnish this 
board with a statement of the facts reiuting to 
the same, 

After the reading of the resolutions In- 
spector Garvey sent the newspaer article re- 
ferred to to the Clerk’s desk and it was read. 
It charged—giving Iuspector Stauber as au- 
thority—that there was a real-estate “ring” 
in the board, and a lot in the vicinity of 
Lincoln street lot could have been bought 
for $5,000, whereas it had been agreed 
$7,680 for the one se- 
lected, and that the Dearborn 


| street site, or one equally as good, for which 


$75 a foot was paid, could have been bough 


| for $50 per foot. 


The resolutions as amended were then 


adopted without dissent. 


INSPECTOR STAUBER 

replied that he did not know where the 
charges came from, and denied that he had 
ever authorized anything of the kind to be 
said. He had never charged that a ring“ 
existed, but he had sald that the prices paid 
for the property were about 50 per cent too 
high, and he still thought so. Continuing, 
he said it was his privilege to think that a 
“ring” existed, but he had never made any 
such statement, and went on to say that if he 
had proof of a ring he would not be slow 
to present it. 

Inspector Maas said he had had something 
to do with recoumending the r of 
one of the lots, and explained that the price 
was regarded as reasonable. Further than 
this, he said he had endeayored to get Stau- 
ber to assist him in looking up the site, but 
he had refrained from giving the subject any 
attention, which he did not regard as very 
creditable conduct on bis part. 

Inspector Floto asked Stauber when he 
first saw the newspaper article.

THE CONSOLIDATED STARCH FACTORIES. 

The Springfleld dispatches yesterday an- 
nounced that application bad been made for a 
charter for the National Starch Company, with 
a capital of about $1,600,000. It was learned 
yesterday that this companys is a sort of a union 
of the starch factories in the West, ten having 
decided to join. Itis said this arraugement is 
not for the purpose of creating a monopoly. 
but to check the ruinous competition, and to cut 
down the expenses of doing the business. 
The competition between the factories and with 
the big concerns East has been so sharp that 
the business has been done for a long time, it is 
said. at a loss. Now it is proposed to unite under 
the above name, with headquarters here, and so 
arrange that the business can be done at a big 
reduction in freigut, saiaries, and other ex- 
penses. It is claimed that prices will not be al- 
tered materially. Each of the ten factories will 
be represented by a Director, and to all intents 
and purposes the concern will be oue, and about 
2 lu rue as any of the big starch-works in New 

ork.

If the Pekin doctor expects an an- 
swer he will dave to wait until he meets the 
Commissioner in Heaven. 


Letters were received at the Mayor’s office 
yesterday from Hawiings, Wyo., and Georgre- 
town, Colo., stating that a man had been at those 
places claiming to represent a Chicago shoe 
house (name not given), and collecting small 
sums for purchases as earnest money. The or- 
ders given have not been filled, and the store- 
keepers thiuk they have been swiadied.

A tact not generally known, owing to the 
suppression of hundreds of cases by the Health 
Department, is that 2,997 persons in this city had 
small-pox during 1881. There were treated iu 
the city 1,990, of whom #64 died, and at the hos- 
pital 1,007, of whom 317 were buried. The Four- 
teenth Ward furnisbed 998 victims—the greatest 
number—and the Third Ward twenty-one—the 
swwaliest. There were 380 cases in the South 
Division, 2,015 ia the West Division, fifty-eight 
in the North Division, aud eighteen from out- 
side the city. Since Jan. 1 there have been 
2.800 cases, 994 of which bave been treated at 
the Pest-House. lu January there were 2 
causes and ip September only eight. Owing to 
the recent Vigurous vaccination in exposed 
districts and thegwork done last year it is be- 
lieved that the scourge will not get much of a 
foothold in Chicago this wiuter. 


A MODEL TENEMENT. 

A Tenement-Huuse Inspector makes the fol- 
lowing report about No. 3&2 Milwaukee avenue, 
a three-story brick, owned by Charles Seegers: 

This house, I was iuformed, is twelve years 
old, and during that time the drainaye bas never 
been overhauled. The whole system of drain- 
une and plumbing is defective. The pluinber 
who did part of the work ought to be arrested. 
On entering the ceilar and tearmg up part of the 
Hoormg | fouud one of the worst specimens of 
drainage I have ever witnessed in my expe- 
rience. A svil-pipe leads directly into a large 
open sewer, the fumes from which were almost 
stifling, aud directiy under the wooden casing 
that surrounds the pipe and carries the sewer-Kus 
to the upper parts of the house there was six 
inches of the Oltbiest kind of sewage. There is too 
a sink in the basement whose waste-pipe con- 
nects with the soil-pipe, and it bas no trap. The 

plumber who would willfully do such a piece of 

work ought to be punished for criminal negli- 
gence. ‘The second floor is used as a boarding- 
house, and the water-closet is not ventilated 
and the sink by its side has no trap. Two chil- 
dred buve died from what was calied croup, and 
a pbysician is now attending one of the tenants 
who is supposed to be suifering from the effects 
of sewer-gus. The owners attention, the ten- 
ants say, has been repeatedly called to the hor- 
rible state of affairs, but without resuit. He, 
however, denied this, and promised to have the 
building put iu good sanitary coadition imme- 
diately. 

No. Peterson street, owned by John Ennis, 
is also reported as nithy and unventilated.

THE COUNTY-BUILDING., 


Warden Dixon presented his weekly re- 
port yesterday, which showed that the hospital 
contained 386 patients against 372 for the previ- 


ous week. The admissions were 101, the dis- 
charges 71. and the deaths 14. 


The County Undertaker returned from his 
Wisconsin trip yesterday, and announced that 
he was ready to meet the Hospital Iuvestigat ing 
Committee at any time. He will be given a 
chance to speak his piece Tuesday afternoon, 


The Hospital Committee met yesterday and 
audited bills to the amount of about $2,000, and 
let contracts for the supplies for the month. 
Cook, Phillips & Wells were given the supplying 
of the groceries necded, and Fuller & Fuller the 
supplying of the drugs. 


The grand jury disposed of a number of 
minor cases yesterday. The members of the 
jury complain of the lack of preparation in 
most of the cases presented, and say that if 
more attention were paid to this matter they 
would be saved a great deal of vexauon and the 
public a great deal of money. Most of the jail 
cases, it is believed, will be disposed of during 
— week, and complaints will be in order Mon- 

ay. 


The Medical Board of the County Hospital 
were asked some time ago to revise the rules 
governing the institution, and bave about com- 
pleted their work, and yesterday handed the re- 
sult of their laborsto the Hospital Committee. 
The revision they have made tends to remove 
the institution from the control of the medical 
colleges, which the Commissioners approve of, 
and which is thought to be wise. Among other 
things recommended by way of reform is that 
the board shall meet every Wednesday for con- 
sultationu as to the best interests of the institu- 
tion, and that a pathologist shall be appointed to 
take charge of the duties heretofore perfurmed 
by the assistant bouse physician.

SCARLET-FEVER, 
THE REPLIES OF TWO PHYSICIANS TO AN 
ALARMED MOTHER. 

Since the daily report of scarlet-fever cases 
amoi young children has been increasing many 
parents bave grown alarmed about their own 
children, and Tuk Tninusk has been in receipt 
of several communications ou the subject. 
Wednesday the two following were received: 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Oct. A. —Learumg froma day to day 
that scariet-fever is spreading in this city at an 
aiarming rate, allow mein the name of thou- 
sands of anxious mothers to propound the fol- 
lowing questions: 

I. Do you think that the use of carbolic acid 
would be effectual asa means of disinfection, 
and, if so, how should it be applied? Wouid it 
be a good thing to mix some acid with the water 
when you are washing the children. and in what 
quantity? Is it well to take a weak solution of 
carbolic acid in small doses three or four times 
a day as a preservative? 

2. If the scourge should continue to spread at 
its present rate, would you advise families who 
could alford it to leave the city? 

A. It this be considered desirable, which place 
would you recom mead? Would St. Paul or 
Minneapolis do, or would you recommend some 
other piace in the West or South? 

4. Please give the best possibie advice to keep 
the disease in check and best known means of 
prevention. AN ANXIOUS MOTHER. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—Scarlet-fever seems to be 
Spreading. Is it wise, under the circumstances, 
to let children have their usual free-air ex- 
ercise, or would you recommend that they be 
kept as much indoors as possible? Please an- 
swer, and oblige an old SUBSCRIBER. 


A representative of THe TRIBUNE was in- 
structed to lay these communications before 
one homeopathic and one allopathic physician, 
and request them to answer the questions pro- 
pounded. 

DR. E. M. HALE 
was first seen, and, after carefully perusing 
both communications, he said: 

“Carbolic acid is as good a disinfectant as 
could be used. It the lady means a bath of car - 
bolic-acid water during sickness I think it is a 
good thing todo. The solution should be about 
a teaspoonful of 5 per cent solution to a quart of 
water. But instead of appiying water to chi- 
dren with scarict-fever we now use the inunc- 
tion treatment of carbolized vaseline or carbo- 
lized lard at a proportion of from three to five 
grains to the ounce. I have about twenty-three

257 would advise that the children be allowed 
all the fresh air they can get. By no means 
shut them up in the house, as it would tend to 
lower the tone of heaith and the child would 
have the disease all the worse. Where one 
member of a household has the scariet-fever 
and there is a card on the door, the rest of the 
children should be allowed an opportunity to 
keep the tone of their bealth up. 

DR. WILLIAM J. MAYNARD, 
of Rush Medical College, was seen for the 
* regulars”’ on the subject, and said: 

“The lady speaks of the spreadof the disease 
as being alarming. That is notso. There have 
been thirty or forty cases reported during the 
past week; but that is not alarming for a city of 
Uhicago's size. It is not yet, by any means, an 
epidemic. 

“Carbolic acid is the best disinfectant we 
have, and is as good as anything that can possibly 
be used. It sbould be used in saturated solu- 
tion—which is twenty drops to the ounce of wa- 
ter—and this should be placed in a shallow dis 
and steamed through the room, to get out al 
there isof the carbolic acid in the solution. 
There is no object in washing with carbolic acid 
when the disinfectant ie diffused by atomiza- 
tion. Neither is there any use of taking the 
acid internally, but there is no harm in doing 
this in small doses, 

“If there is an epidemic it is safest to leave 
the city. Any place where there is no scariet- 
fever is all right, and if there is none in St. Paul 
or Minneapolis either of these cities would be a 
good place to goto. Extreme isolation is the 
best thing for a patient and those in the same 
household. A child sick with scariet-fever 
should be cunfined in an upper room behind a 
closed door, and a card should be put on the 
house. The atomized disinfectant should be 
used in the halis, and all of the tamily should 
Keep as far away from the sick-room as possi- 

e. 

There is no known preventive from the dis- 
ease. The virtue of beladonna as a preventive 
is all bosh, though some bomeopaths believe ia 
it. It has been used on sbipboard, where tsola- 
tion was impossible, and did no good, and it has 
been used iu epidemics without success. Statis- 
tics will show that it is of no earthly use asa pre- 
ventive. 

“Until there is an epidemic children ought 
not to be kept iu- doors. and it is certainly not an 
epidemic vet. It is not to be compared witn 
what we have seen here before.“ 

These are the views of prominent members of 
both schools of the profession, and may be of 
interest to the readers of THe TRIBU NE. 


MASONIC. 
CONVOCATION OF THE GRAND ROYAL ARCH 
CHAPTER. 

The thirty-third annual convocation of the 
Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Illinois was opened 
in due form at the asyium of Apolio Commana- 
ery yesterday morning, with G. H. P. John P. 
Norvellin the East. About 160 chapters were 
represented. 

The Grand High Priest, in his address, stated 
that be had arrested the cbarters of five chap- 


ters for non-payment of dues for two years, and 
issue’ dispensauons for five new ones. Among 
his decisions were these: 

Upon payn.ent of the amount of dues owing 
by a companion atthe time ot his suspension, 
and for the non-payment of which be was sus- 
pended (there being no other charges pending 
against him), it is the duty of the chapter to re- 
instate him eitber to membershipin his chapter 
or to good standing in the wren 

“A bligh Priest, although elected his own suc- 
cessor, must be installed. 

“The council being a separate and distinct 
body, the chapter should not be opened before 
the council, The degrees of Royal and Select 
Master cannot be conferred withia the bosom of 
the chapter, but must be conterred in a Council 
of Royal and Select Masters held for that pur- 
pose, andarecord thereof kept separute and 
apart from the records of the chapter.“ 

e was satisfied that the Council Degrees could 
not prosper in this jurisdiction under the super- 
vision of chapters, and that the control of them 
should be surrendered to the Grand Council at 
once. 

The reports of the officers in charge of dis- 
triets showed an increase over past years in the 
financial condition of chapters, and also the 
ceneral condition of the craft to be good and 
harmonious. 

A communication was received from the 
Grand Couneil in reference to the Koyal and So- 
lect Masters’ degrees, and referred to the Ju- 
diciary (ommittee, who recommended the 
cbauging of the constitution so thatthe council 
would control the degrees. 

The matter went over for a year. 

The Treasurer reported receipts of $8,549 and 
expenditures of $6,103, the balance on hand be- 
ing $11,738. About $5,000 will be in the treasury 
after the cost of the 8 session is paid.

MRS. SCOVILLE. 


A HUNT FOR WITNESSES—PREJUDICING THE 
JURY. 

The examination as to the sanity of Mrs. Sco- 
ville was resumed yesterday afternoon before 
Judge Loomis. The attendance of spectators 
was fully as large as any day during the trial. 

Mrs. Fanny Harper was recalled and cross-ex- 
amined at length by the counsel for the re- 
spoodeut, with special-refereace to the spells or 
fits Mrs. Seoville was subjected to. Her testi- 
mony was in the main a repetition of what she 
bad told the court on her first examination. She 
was curt in der replies to Mr. Blanchard, and 
sometimes raised a laugh at his expense. The 
counsel asked her if she ever saw her father 
strike her mother, and sue said she 
never did, though she often wondered why 
he didn’t, the provocation was so great. 
Mrs. Harper said she had heard a 
servant girl in the family say that Mrs. Scoville 
was always dying, but never appeared to die 
afterall. The counsel asked the witness to fix 
certain dates as to the occurrence of certain 
events, and said she might take time to refresh 
ner memory. Mrs. Harper said she was much 
obliged to bim for his kindness, but he was ask- 
ing too much, and said if his own mother was 
sick and threatening to die every little while, 
his memory might fail to fix upon the date of 
each attack. 

Messrs. Downing, C. F. Remick, and Tyrrell 
testified favorably as to Mr. Scoville’s reputation 
for truth and veracity. 

A long wait was then had, owing to the ab- 
sence of Mrs. Scoville’s wituesses. Their names 
were repeatedly called out in court, but there 
was no response. Among the absent witnesses 
were J. R. Doolittle, Clara Runals, and William 
Hamlin. Bailiffs were kept busy serving sub- 
pcenas and attachments, and even Mrs. Scoville 
herself left the court-rvom to hunt up some of 
her witnesses. While she was absent Mr. Mon- 
roe calied

tothe stand for rebuttal evidence. He went 
over a good deal of his wife’s testimony, and 
differed with her statements in nearly every 
particular. He told bis wife he would pay all 
her legul expenses in the suits they were en- 
gaged in, but would not trust her with the 
mouey because she might puy some of it to 
Blanchard. and be was nota proper person to 
take charge of her affairs. The witness said his 
wife never once got him his breakfast during 
their married life, she invariably taking her's in 
bed. A letter was read by Mr. Scoville dated 
Chicago, received by him from his wife while 
he wasin Washington, in which she spoke in 
xlowing terms ot her proposed lecture-tour un- 
cer Mr. Earlie’s management, and bow she was 
going to crowd Central Music-Hall at $1 a head. 
zue was confident that she would create a sen- 
sation and make lots of money throughout the 
country. Mr. Blanchard asked Mr. Scoville if 
he had ever handled his wife roughly, and Mr. 
Scoville replied that he had always been gentile 
to her—much more gentie,in fact, than Mr. 
Biancbard’s treatment of his wife, according to 
the testimony in a recent divorce suit. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Scoville's evidence the 
court adjourned until 9 o’clock this morning. 

After the adjournment Mr. Monroe called the 
attention of the jury to the fact that it was 
hardly the proper thing for them to read books 
while trying the case. The reason for his re- 
mark was this: Mrs. Scoville had a couple of 
handsomely- bound books iu front of ber. pro- 
fusely illustrated, giving the story ot the inside 
ofalunatic asylum,in which Dr. MeFarlan, of 
Jacksonville, is mentioned. The ks were 
written bya Mrs. Packard. While waiting for 
witnesses the books were examined by the jury, 
some of them reading several pages therein.

The matter would have been unnoticed but for 
Mrs. Harper, who told her father what the books 
were.

THOMAS HOYNE. 


A RECEPTION GIVEN HIM BY THE IROQUOIS 
CLUB—HIS REMARKS ON POLITICS AND 
M’ DONALD. 

The reception tendered Thomas Hovne last 
evening by the Iroquois Club at its newly-re- 
fitted quarters in the Haverly Building was 
very enjoyable as a social event, and 
quite entertaining as a political demon- 
stration.

The guest of the evening was not wel- 
comed in a speech, but in a set of resolutions 
prepared by a reception committee, com 
of Judge Forrester, George M. Bowman, and 8. 
S. Gregory. Mr. Philips called upon Judge For- 
rester to read 


THE RESOLUTIONS, 
which started off as follows: 

Resolved, That the members of the Iroquois 
Club extend to the Hon. Thomas Hoyne a cor- 
dial welcome on bis return from bis European 
tour, and that they avail themselves of this oc- 
casion to express their high regard ana esteem 
for his character and past services as a citizen 
and Democrat. 

Becoming a citizen ot Chicago when she was 
Striving to emerge from the obscurity of a tront- 
ier village into the glory of the proud commer- 
cial metropolis of the Northwest, be has been 
ever since prominently identitied with ber prog- 
ress and growth, to which he has contributed his 
wise counsel, his beneficial influence, and best 
efforts. It has been his chief pride to link his 
name with the greatness of this most wonderful 
city of the age—a renown more enduring than 
the ephemera! fame of the mere politician. And 
in the bistory of Chicago and the men who bave 
made her what she is in less than half a century 
the name of Tuomas Hoyne will ever bold a 
prominent place as oue of her most distinguished 
and valued citizens.

Discovery of a Fine Vein of Coal at 

Pana. 

ppecial Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

pana, UL, Oct. 24.—A most successful 
search for coal has just been terminated here 
jn the finding of a vein of seven feet three 
inches in thickness at a depth of 721 feet six 
inches. ‘The coal is of most excellent quality, 
and the thickness of the vein quite unusual. 
It is the seventh vein passed through, and is 
No. 5in the series uf veins as recognized by 
the State Geologist. Immediately above the 
yeinis a firm roofing of hard slate and rock of 
About five feet, and above that ten feet of 
pard limestone, and beneath several 
inches of solid shale before the tite 
clay commences. An unsuccessful effért 
to bore with the ordinary drill used for such 
purposes, some ten years ago, by which a 
depth of 585 feet was reached and the work 
then avandoned, had the effect to discourage 
further prospecting until the commencement 
of the present year, when a subscription was 
raised to make another test. The committee 

pointed for that purpose entered into a 
contract in April last with Mr. M. C. Bul- 
jock, of Chicago, to bore with his diamond 
drill to a depth of 700 feet, and if desired as 
deep as 1,000 feet. The work was commenced 
m the latter part of May. The re- 
suits of the boring are now visible 

the eye in neariy 500 feet 
of solid corings of rock, Shale, and coal (one 
and a half inches in diameter) taken out by 
the drill, and preserved in their proper or- 
der and labeled as to depth, and constitute, 
it is believed, the only perfect record of a 
poriug in the State, or certainly in the south- 
ern portion of the State. There are now in 
view seven different veins of coal, varying in 
thickness from six inches to seven feet and 
threeinches. ‘The discovery of this rare de- 
thas quickened the pulses of our people. 
fithout doubt the work of sinking a shaft 
willsoon be undertaken. Reeognizing tne 
importance of this event to our city, the 
Mayor issued his proclamation for a general 
rejoicing last evening, and for thirty minutes 
the bells rung, the whistles sounded, and 
guns were fired, bringing out the people en 
masse. The five company, headed by the 
band, marched ” Ilayward's Opera-House, 
which was soon filled to ov erflo wing, and the 
evening was given over to 
speeches by residents and visitors. 

One of the incidents of the evening was the 

resentation of a fine gold watch and chain 
2 the committee on behalf of the citizens to 
Mr. James Duggan, the Superintenaent, as a 
token of their regard for his gentlemanly de- 
portment. unceasing watchfulness, and rare 
skill in the use of the drill and machinery. 

It may not be amiss to add that we have a 
beautiful, well-built young city of 3,500 in- 
habitants in the midst of a fine agricultural 
region, with three railroads, and the pros- 

et of a fourth looking toward Kansas City. 

is believed that the opening up of the coal- 
fields willimpart new vigor to our business 
interests, and that a future of great prosper- 
ity is before us. It remains to seen 
whether the citizens will themselves sink and 
operate a shaft; but if they do not, capital- 
ists are ready and anxious to come in from 
neighboring cities to do so, and there is 
searcely a doubt but that the work wil! be 
goon under way.

Tho Toronto Globe, in the course of an article 
on the grain-carrying trade of the great lakes, 
Says: Mariners now look on tbe grain trade 
tor the season as about closed. A vessel Captain 
said this morning that the expectations which 
were entertained this spring were not realized. 
lie auticipated to do a good grain business this 
season, but was sadly disappointed. He was 
asked what was the reason for the dullness, 
when he said that England vow cota great deal 
of ber grain from India, Australia, Russia, and 
other places, and was not depending on America 
for more than one-fifth of her consumption. 
America does not, in auy sense, control tbe 
grain market in Engiand. He thought 1881 was 
u great deul better than 18382. Last year tho St. 
Lawrence route carried about 11,000, 00 bushels 
through to Montreal; this year, by the close of 
navigation, he did not think’ that more than 
7,000,009 bushels will nave gone down the riyor 
Anothor thing, any grain that was removed 
from one Canadian port to another for 
supplying milis, etc., was not carried in 
vessels, but in ears, for the reason that 
mill-owners cannot afford to purchase a cargo 
of from 15,000 to 2,000 bushels. They can get 
Just what they want by rail, and have it deliv- 
ered when and where they please. There was a 
corresponding shrinkagy of export in grain at 
New York. Up to this time 3,000,000 bushels less 
have left New York for Europe than during the 
same period in 1881. There is a shrinkaye all 
round. One thing, however, that must be taken 
into consideration is that there was a short crop 
last vear; therefore tbe amount to be carried 
must be short also. He thought the railways 
were hurting the carrying trade very consider- 
ably. Midland, on the Georgian Bay, was be- 
coming quite a port—in fact, there is almost as 
much grain going there as there is to Colling- 
wood. Of all the grain that went to Midland this 
year not one bushel of it came down the lake. 
it was placed on board the cars and transferred 
by rail to the seaports in the New England States 
for England. That, too, reduced the St. Law- 
rence traue. On the whole the season has been 
a poor one, and the company is lucky that paid 
expenses. Auotber such season and vessel prop- 
erty would be worth little or nothing.“ 

There was a somewhat better inquiry yester- 
day for vessels to bring lumber to this port, the 
demand being maluly for carriers to go to Mus- 
kegon.

The Head- Hunters of Borneo, 

Itisa very 8 coincidence that in Mr. 
Joseph Hattons’ book on Borneo the evidence 
of Mr. Witt, the explorer, who bas just been 
murdered by the head-bunters, and who was one 
of the vioneers of the new company, is quoted 
to refute those who have believed in the savage 
ferocity of the inbabitant#, and bave imag- 
ined that some strange missing links of the 
Darwinian chain—buman beings still wearing 
the caudal appendages of their remote ances- 
tors—would emerge from the virgin forests 
of the island. Head-hunting bas gone, or is 
rapidly going, out of fashion, and those few 
heroes who still have an old trophy or two of 
the kind lying amid other old lumber, fgurat- 
ively speaking, blush, or literally turn pale when 
the evidences of their weakness are discovered 
by the traveler. The women are graceful, 
beautiful. and chaste, and the orang-outangs 
are harmless. Ingeed. there seems some doubt 
whether the crocodiles in some of the rivers are 
not tame. Mr. Witt! asserts that those in tho 
Tandek River are so. Though there are snakes in 
various parts of the island, death from their 
hite is almost unknown; and the Dusuno on the 
Hast Coast declare that even the sharks in their 
waters will notinjure man. The evidence on 
these points, however, is notunanimous: aud 
Mr. Witti recommends travel not to indulge 
in promiscuous bathing. A& fegards the peo- 
ple. also, as there are eeveral tribes, so habits 
and tastes vary in different localities. The 
villages in the neighborbood of the Kina Balu 
Mountains are described as scenes of Arcadian 
simplicity, the manners of the people beimg 
gentile inthe extreme; while the Tinggalums on 
the River Quamote in the interior are said to be 
a fierce tribe. Far inland a crue! form of human 
sacrifice is still occasionally practiced. But Mr. 
Pryor, nagother of the company's residents, ro- 
ports that the bare knowledge of the presence 
of Englishmen in the country is sufficient to“ 
stop murders and human sa¢rifices. Indeed, the 
white man appears to be uniformly received 
with cordiality in Sabas even in previously un- 
visited regions in the beart of the country—a 
fact which is said to be larrely due to the rep- 
ntation of English administration in Sarawak. 
The natives indignantly deny the charge of 
capnibalism, and in districts where Mr. Witti's 
party were afraid that they would meet with 
cannibals they received only kind ana re*pect- 
ful treatment. Piracy also bas practically 
ceased, though on the East Coast piratical 
attacks by Sooloo or 7 —— pirates on native 
coasting craft are still occasionally reported.

Mistakes of His Accidency— 
Conkling’s Vain Hopes and 
Schemes. 


‘o Second Term for Arthur—A Here 
Sophomore in the Presi- 
dency.” 


New Yorks, Oct. %.—Conkling clings with 
tenacity to the hope that somehow he can 
get back to the Senate, and make his retort 
80 that everybody wil! be obliged to hear it, 
as it will come officially from the Senate 
floor. His whole heart was bent upon a re- 
turn immediately after he resigned; and be- 
cause Cornell failed himin thathe became 
bitter toward him. His next hope was that 
Arthur would use the Federal patronage in 
such a way that the Legislature must elect 
Conkling in the event of a vacancy, and that 
vacancy Conkling expected Arthur to make 
by another use of his patronage to draw 
Lapham out of the Senate. Arthur felt the 
pressure sufliciently to nominate Conkling 
for the Supreme Bench, which did not suit 
him at all. 

SCHEMING FOR RE-ELECTION. 

The third labor of Conkling with Arthur 
was to shift the patronage of the City of New 
York and elsewhere so that steps could be 
laid for a Conkling Legislature at the close of 
Lapham’s term, which will be March 4, 1885. 
This would bring Conkling into the Senate at 
the beginning of the next Presidential term, 
where he had the idea that his past prestige 
would speedily make him the leader, and re- 
build his power — sige gave it to him. The 
failure of Arthur do respond promptly and 
brutally to the expectations of Mr. Conkling 
led to the preseut muttering and conspiring 
attitude on the latter’s part, by his with- 
drawal from the campaign for Folger, and 
the talk of his few satellites who are left 
that Arthur ought to be a man and not 
a coward, and throw Pearson out of the post- 
oflice in New York and Robertson out of the 
custoin-house, 

Arthur, however, is probably pained te see 
the condition he has brought his Administra- 
tion to. By Arthur’s political education he 
could not throw himself heartily upon the 
people, and follow public opinion like a true 
leader—for that means leadership in this 
country, in place of the General, always be- 
ing behind the line of battle; and Arthur was 
yet afraid to exclude the will and desires of 
the ultra Stalwarts, who were not in the 
danger that he was, after the example of Gar- 
field’s violent death, provoked by a political 
bitterness. Arthur well knew that the White 
House had its attendant crank; that there 
was 

A SUSPICIOUS PUBLIC FEELING 
among the fifty millions of citizens, and that 
above all things,if he would live out his term, 
not to speak of a second term, he must subdue 
the animosities which inevitably follow a 
great assasination. Conkling had deen in 
many a fracas before, and wanted to shove 
his old lieutenant on to do willful and effect- 
ive things. 

It was a thorn in the side of these blunder- 
ing Stalwarts that Folger held the great New 
York position in Arthur’s Cabinet. Folger 
wus as repugnant to the Conkling following 
as the Lord Chief Justice of England was to 
Falstaff after the death of Henry IV., when 
Sir John cried; “I know the young King is 
sick forme. Let us take any man’s horses; 
the laws of England are at my command- 
Went. Happy are they which have heen ny 
friends, and wo to my Lord Chiet @stice.” 
It was not that Folger gave the President 
any particular good counsel, but he was 
aware of private talk in the old State of New 
york among the plain town and country 
people, and he thought it would be as good 
a way to mount higher by letting the patron- 
age alone as by play with fire. So Folger 
disappointed the New York wharf-rats whom 
Arthur had raised to greatness as political 
managers. He did not aet at all, but kept 
Bt udying finance, and thinking over the prob- 
lems of his great office. 

Arthur had, unfortunately, embarked ina 
scheme to be renominated ; and Folger, being 
of no use to him in that respect, and ap- 
parently the most popular publican in 
New York, the President thonght he could 
kill two birds with one stone by press 
Folger against Cornell for Governor, 
making a vacancy in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, where he could put a cold-blooded, 
merciless politician of the Mahone or Bout- 
well order. Hence Folger, before he had 
made any vane as Secretary of 
Treasury, or filled that office long enough to 
satisfy his own mind, was tempted away 
with the illusion of being Governor of New 
York at the hands of the people: and he 
now occupies a most unfortunate position, but 
hardly worse than Arthur, who has been at 
all the pains to shear the locks of Cornell, and 
yet fin 

NEW YORK IN A STATE OF UPROAR 
far worse than in 1872. 

Conkling is believed to be now turning his 
attention to new party organizations, with 
the hope to get in somewhere—either into the 
Democratic party or into some anti-monop- 
oly concern, which shall elect a Legislature 
and put him back in the Senate, to be the 
guerrilla there if he pleases. Inveterate in 
the one deep antagonism of his Efe, to beat 
Blaine for the Presidency, Conkling fears 
that Blaine will become the next easy nom- 
inee of the Republican party, and he wants 
to thwart it in some way, Singular con- 
clusion of an ambitious life—that it should 
be satisfied to get under its epitaph, gto 
satistied with having beaten a man for Presi- 
dent whom he considers his inferior. 

It seems to me that President Arthur is 

making a failure of his Administration, be- 
cause he has not the acquirement to rely upon 
himself. Here isa lesson to young men in the 
United States of peaceful parts and popular 
affections, who may in the Daun of time 
reach the Presidency. Mr. Arthur has never 
burned the midnight oil. Instead of using 
the long years of his official life, when he 
was amply compensated in these circum- 
stances with a retined wife, health, and a 
growing career, to study the Constit 
read the works of makers of it, thé lives o 
the Presidents, and ground himself in law 
and polity, so that he might filany place to 
which he might be called, he gave up the 
nights to boon companionship, to holdin 
conferences with political roustabouts an 
men of petty avarice fof office: and all at 
once he came to the Presidency as on a bolt 
of lightning, and found himself there not 
half qualified, uncertain, superficial, and, 
with all his elegant address, 
A MERE SOPHOMORE IN THE PRESIDENCY. 
Yet his popularity for awhile was such that 
he thought he could get a re@lection, and he 
went back into the old devious and intriguing 
ways, laying the trains and digging the mines 
to reach a second term by patronage and 
conspiracy. 

Garfield was of the people—of their meth- 
ods, their striving, their modesty—their ideal 
of how people reach such an overarching 
office. Arthur was of a stripe of politicians 
the peopie at large do not admire, however 
the professional politicians may consider 
him—a creation of a dense city, with his 
principles not more than half defined, ac- 
complishing his whole success by trading 
forces with Democrats. Ue pleased the 
tailors and milliners and the belles in high- 
heeled boots, Dut was a mere passing jingle 
to the swarming farmers, the hard-working 
lawyers, and the listening spirits in the press, 
to whom public opinion is as pereeptidle in 
time as the moccasined foot of the Indian 
falling on the ear of the pioneer spy. 

What is to be the end of the present 
emeute? That depends very much on 
whether President Arthur «an learn atiy- 
tning. The lesson of the hour to him is 
modesty. Ille must take occasion to see with 
meaning and truth that he ts not to continue 
his efforts to be renominated. Ile must 
shake off the machinery he assisted to create 
in the City of New York and throughout this 
State, and incur the displeasure of that ciass 
of servitors by declaring that he appreciates 
at its full meaning the lesson of the pending 
elections. If he compliments himself with 
the idea that thisis a were rising of prigs,fac- 
tionists, moralists, the cowardly and the dis- 
appointed, and concludes on some lesson of 
revenge, he will find himself at the close of 
his term, It he reaches so far, with a stand- 
ing — Presidents that John Tyler and 
Millard Fillmore regard from profound as 
ceudancy.

Descriptive History of One of the 
Enterprising Little Togns 
in Dakota.

Huron, Dak., Oct. 24—In my last I noted 
some of Huron’s recommendations; she has 
herg drawbacks also. The water-supply is 
very poor. There are some good wells and 
water, but there is a great deal of un- 
certainty in locating them. One consider- 
able portion of the town has to pay for water 
drawn from the James River in acontrivance 
which must originally have been some kin to 
a Chicago street-sprinkler. Water is struck 
at a depth of from ten to thirty feet, but the 
trouble is that in many places it is not struck 
until a peculiar blue clay is reached. and this 
gives off in quantity a water as rank and foul 
as Blue Lick. It is the skunk of waters. All 
the water obtainable is more or less impreg- 
nated with alkalies. The total lack of fuel 
is another serious drawback. There is nota 
piece of firewood as big as one’s thumb-nail 
within miles and miles of Huron save what 
has been brought there on the railroad. 
There is no lumber, no lime, no stone 
save bowiders of irregular size and shape, 
no coal, and no clay for brick. Lime is 
brought from Wisconsin, Jumber directly or 
indirectly from Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
even Michigan, soft coal from lowa, hard 
coal all the way from Pennsylvania, and 
brick is counted eut entirely. ‘Transporta- 
tion costs money and these things are neces- 
éarily dear. Iowa soft coal is $7.65 per ton; 
Illinois coal, $7.75, and hard coal $11.9. At 
least these were the figures last Saturday. 
There is but one brick buildingin Huron, 
and that is a new bank block which is being 
erected by two gentlemen from New York, 
who infend starting a National bank in op- 
position to the three private bankers of the 
town. A portion of the brick was obtained 
from Aberdeen, about ninety miles nortf, 
and the remainder was made in yards on the 
outskirts of Huron. ‘There are two firms in 
the brickmaking business, but neither have 
yet found a good clay. One firm makes hand- 
brick of very poor quality, and the other 
firm failed entirely, but are about starting up 
again with a biick machine. These it must

been enjoying for two successive summers, 
there are not a few among them who are free 
to acknowledge that Huron is perhaps not 80 
well off after allas she might be, and that 
she is in no sense as great a commercial cen- 
tre as she has been cracked up to be. They 
are begjnuing to realize that as the town 
builds up closer and closer entirely of frame, 
to be swept away by fire in a sin- 
le dur some of the tremendous 
wind-storms which sweep over the prairie, 
and they could if they only would realize how 
absurd are the stories which they have been 
pouring into the ears of strangers and visil- 
ors all summer about Huron becoming a 
manufacturing centre, about the James 
River having power enough to run 
roller flour mill with 10 or 
barrels about dairies, 
packing houses, oil mills, linen and woolen 
mills, planing mills, machine shops, and fac- 
tories of kinds. The newspapers all 
ut Dakota have been publishing 
masses of such rubbish as this, and some of 
the enterprising dailies in Chicago and else- 
where have had no better sense than to do 
the same thing, and have sent out advertis- 
ing agents and circulation drummers who 
have raided every Dakota town until the 
merchants and hotelkeepers throw up their 
hands im holy horror when they hear an- 
other newspaper-man is in town. 
A very great deal of what has been pub- 
iished concerning the Territory and the towns 
has been paid for, and written in the inter- 
ests of persons directly interested in che de- 
velopment of some particular section of the 
country. The real-estate agents—every law- 
er out here is one—ot whom there are no 
ess than twenty-cicht firms in Huron alone, 
are responsible for a great deal of the false 
information which has been spread abroad 
con akota. Their circulars and ad- 
ments are liberally sprinkled with the 
“boom,” and are cunningly contrived 
MISREPRESENTATIONS AND EQUIVOCATIONS 
of facts. They are a good deal like mock- 
auction men. They make a great deal of 
noise, and draw a large crowd, arid then they 
wheedle them out of their cash. They have 
in their employ a number of clerks and other 
employés who act as cuides to prospectors 
looking up suitable land to purchase or lay 
claim to. The worstof it is, that th@ are an 
absolute necessity. Not one ciaimant out of 
a hundred knows how to make application 
fora claim, or knows how to locate one. 
But bad as evil is, it is not nearly so 
bad as it might be, were the land agents of a 
lower class of men socially and morally, for 
not all of them are equally mercenary. 

It may be and it ought to be Huron’s good 
luck in comme months to discover in her 
very door-yards, perhaps, coal, and good 
brick clay, and other natural products of 

ea which she so much stands 
in need of now. There are fine artesian 
wells at Yankton and Aberdeen, and the 
conditions of the soil throughout the State 
seem favorable to an artesian-well system. 
Good clay is almost sure be found, and if 
not clay, good build stone. Coal 
is. believed by many to abound in 
the James River Valley, and borings 
are being made for it at or near 
Ordway and at Ree Heights. Within the 
past few days a rumor was current in Huron 
that the occupant of a claim shanty on the 
James River had been seen dumping loads of 
earth over the projections of a

She is a bright, 
pieasing, growing little town, and is 
likely, for a long time at least, to 
be the largest and most prosperous 
settlement in Central Dakota. The North- 
western Railroad extension from Calliope, 
la., to Iroquois. on the Dakota Central, will 
be completed next year, and Huron will be 
made the terminus of the new route.

As to the country about Huron, which is 
almost the geographical centre of 

BEADLE cou®ry, 

one of the most centrally located, and it is 
believed one of the richest agricultural 
counties in the Territory, there is not very 
much to be said. The only land-grant which 
the Northwestern received in Dakota was a 
Sutall one in Coddington County at the time 
the Winona & St. Peter extension was made. 
The projection of the Dakota Central threw 
open to the public a vast acreage of Govern- 
ment lands, and ever since a favorit ditty in 
farm-houses throughout the Northwest has 
tor ita chorus the following: 
Come along, come along, and give yourself no

Uncle Sau is rich enough to give us all a farm. 


A good many came along, too, and there is 
no use of any one coming to Huron or any 
other town on the Dakota Central in the ex- 
pectation of being able to locate a claim, un- 
less he comes prepared to go either north or 
south of the tracks a distance of all the way 
from five to twenty-five miles. All the land 
within a radius of eighteen miles of Huron 
is said to be occupied, and already considera- 
ble of it has been proved up,” as they term 
it, when the proof required by law is en- 
tered up in the land office, and a patent 
issued. In Hand, Hughes, Sully, Faulk, and 
still more remote counties there is yet re- 
maining as good if not better land than any 
that has yet been claimed. But the pros- 
pector who comes out looking for lands 
should not avoid Huron. He can learn more 
there in five minutes about everything he 
wants to know than he can elsewhere in the 
Territory in whole days. Huron is

and is probably not a whit more egotistic and 
self-laudatory than Chicago very frequently 
was in days gone by. And though there is 
no land thereabouts open to clahnants, the 
market is filled with deeded, lands, relin- 
guishments, unfulfilled tree-Claiias, and a 
variety of land scrip; and some very clever 
bargains are being made daily. Land within 
eight or nine miles from town brings in the 
market from $5 to $10 per acre, a very hand- 
some profit to those who made claims les 
than twogyears ago, and“ proved up” after 
six mons’ residence. Farther away than 
nine miles from Huron, or any other railroad 
town, the prices decrease very rapidly; while 
close to and within the town the pfices are 
higher far than in other country towns. 

The soil is a black sandy loam from two to 
four feet deep, which for centuries, perhaps, 
has been enriched by the decay of vegetation 
below the surface and the ashes of rank veg- 
tation above. Many people believe that Da- 
kota was once. . timbered, but that 
repeated burnings have removed all 
traces of trees and shrubbery, except the 
straggling growths along some of the 
river bottoms. There is certainly a great 
deal of potash and alkali in the land, which 
can most easily be accounted for by the re- 
peated burnings of the prairie grasses. The 
top soll is underlaid by a yellowy, sandy 
clay, utterly useless for mechanical pur- 
poses because of the particles of lime, mag- 
nesia, and salt it contains. It retains moist- 
ure a very long time, however, and is be- 
lieved to counteract in a great measure the 
bad effects of drouth upon the crops. Por- 
tions uf it ought to make good fertilizers, 
when fertilizers become a necessity in a few 
years. There is certainly no need of any 
now, for 

ALL THE LAND IS RICH 

and quick to produce almost any kind of 
crop, and nowhere in the world could such 
crops be grown as are grown here without 
any of the labor usually expended in other 
States. ‘The remnants of the agricultural 
fair, which 1 had the pleasure of 
seeing on private exhibition in Huron, 
was truly wonderful. Potatoes, onions, 
turnips, beets, cabbages, carrots, and every- 
thing in the vegetable line were represented 
by mammoth specimens, most of which came 
from the Cane Creek district, south of Huron, 
or from the James River Valley, north of 
Huron, Corn grows well, considering that 
itis generally planted by aman carrying a 
hatchet who chops into an upturned sod and 
drops a few kernels into the hole, steps on it, 
and passes on to the next. The country is 
new, and wheat cannot be raised in perfec- 
tion from sod. Only about 10,000 bushels 
have been raisedin the vicinity of Huron, 
end it is all, or nearly all, of No. 2 grade, 
and good at that. Flax grows well, and 
small fruits, which have recently been 
started, are doing well. 

I go hence to Pierre, and ia my next letter 
will attempt to give some of the farming 
experiences I meet with in my trip thither 
through a number of flourishing country 
towns in Hand, Hyde, and mages Counties.

The Duty and Responsibility of a 
Garnishee. 

Judge McAllister, of the Appellate Court, 
discussed some interesting questions as to the 
law of garnishment in the case ef Mason vs. 
McCaffrey. This was a case in a Justice 
Court by Mason against McCaffrey, with the 
Chicago, Roek Island & Pacific Railroad 
Company, by which he was employed, made 
defendant as garnishee. ‘The company tiled 
an answer in writing not sworn to, in which 
it admitted it owed McCaffrey $46.20, but as- 
serted an information and belief that he was 
the head of a family, residing with the same, 
and that consequently his wages, up to 850. 
were exempt. The answer was stricken 
from the files on the ground that it was in- 
sufficient in fact, as not setting up a good de- 
fense, and in furm, because the plaintiff was 
entitled to an oral 1 and examination. 
Judge McAllister held that, the company 
being an intangible,invisible being, the prop- 
er mode would be to have its answer in writ- 
ing made by the proper officer, but that it 
must be sworh to by such officer. As to the 
facts, the company had not only the right, 
but was in duty bound to ascertain whether 
its employé was the head of a fainily, and to 
state such circumstances in its answer, as 
otherwise, if it paid the amount in its hands 
belonging to an employé which was qxempt, 
the employé could sue and recover from it 
such sum. The court below erred iu strik- 
ing the answer from the files, and the judg- 
ment would be reversed. 


Another Board of Trade Oase—A Littie 
Common Sense Heasouing,. 
Among the cases decided yesterday by the 
Appellate Court the most interesting one 
probably to the general public was that of 
J. C. Coiderwood, appellant, against 8. II. 
McCrea & Co., appellees. This was a suit 
by S. II. McCrea & Co. to recover a balance 
of 8555 due on some grain and pork deals 
made for Colderwoed on the Board of Trade. 
Colderwood pleaded that the deals were 
gambling transactions, but a judgment for 
$556 was rendered against him in the Sa- 
perior Court, and he appealed, Judge 
Wilson, of the Appellate Court, held the 
plaintiffs could not recover. The law was 
well settled that time contracts, made in 
good faith, for the purchase and sale of 
grain and other commodities, where it was 
the intention of the parties that the vendor 
should deliver and the vendee receive the 
property sold, were valid, and were 
not repugnant to public policy. The 
contract was legal, even though 
the time of delivery was, within fixed and 
reasonable limits, made optional with one 
party or the other. The true nature of the 
transaction, however, cannot be determined 
from the real intention of the parties. In 
order to show the intention, evidence was ad- 
missible to show how the partics were in the 
habit of dealing. In the present instance 
Colderwood had no means other than a mod- 
erate salary, vet during fivé months in the 
latter part of 188] he bought or sold 980,000 
bushels of grain and 1,000 barreis of pork. 
No deliveries were ever made nor were any 
of the deals carried until the option matured 
pe ag There was an inherent improb- 
ability that a mah of sinall means engaged in 
a dissimilar business should make such large 
purchases and sales with the intention of 
paying for the articles bought. Besides, the 
evidence showed the deals were closed out 
within a few days of the time they were 
made, that the statements of account 
only called for a payment of differences, and 
even the defendants admitted that they prob- 
ably did not expect Colderwood to receive 
the grain and pay forit at the market price. 
Only one conclusion could be drawn from 
the evidence, that the deals were transactions 
in differences, and as such were gambling 
transactions and void. The judgment of the 

court below would have to be reversed. 

In the case of James A. Baker against the 
Joard of. Trade and others, to prevent the 
signing down of margin certificates given 
for deals in the August corner of 1881, the 
Appellate Court atirmed the decree of the 
court below dismiSsing the bill. 

In the case of the people ex rel. James A. 
Hunt, of the firm of Seymour, Hunt & Co., 
against the Board of Trade, to prevent the 
board from expelling complainant for not 
settling up some deals in the same August 
corner, the Appellate Court also affirmed the 
decision of the court below, dismissing the 


Assessing the Right of Way ofa Rail- 
road for Street Improvements—It Can- 
not Be Done. 

In the case of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad Company, appellants, 
against the South Park Commissioners, the 
question involved was whether the South 
Park Commissioners could assess the prop- 
erty anc franchise of the railroad company 
at itscrossing on Michigan avenue for the 
improvement of the avenue and making it a 
boulevard. The charter gave the Commis- 
sioners the right to assess contlguous prop- 
erty abutting on such street so improved.“ 
The Appellate Court held this did not au- 
thorize the assessment in question. Judge 
Wilson said:“ The property as described in 
the assessment is the right of way of occu- 
pancy, franchises, property, and interests of 
the Chicago. Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company in Michigan avenue, in the City ot 
Chicago, at its crossing north of Sixteenth 
street.” It does not purport to 
property abutting on the street, but is 
described as property in the street. To 
speak of property as abutting upon a street 
has a well understood and definit meaning 
as well in legal asin common parlance. It 
means property which lies adjacent to and is 
bounded by the tine of the street, the street 
line and property line being coincident. ‘The 
right of way of a railroad company across a 
street can in no proper sense of the term be 
ciassed as property abutting on the street. 
it is merely aright of occupaney of a portion 
of the street subject to the reasonable super- 
vision of the police powers of the city. The 
statute giving the right of assessment, being 
in derogation of the commun law, is to be 
construed strictly, and cannot be extended to 
cases plainly falling within its provisions.” 
Reversed and renganded. 


A Wife’s KResponsibility. 

An interesting question was raised in the 
case of Elizabeth Goldstein against Sally 
Goldstein as to the liability of the former for 
moneys borrowed by her husband and used 
in her business. Isadore Goldstein, the hus- 
band of Elizabeth Goldstein, in his lifetime 


was guardian for some miinors, and received 
$1,429 for them, which he deposited to his 
credit as guardian in the International Bank, 
where he kept an account under the name of 
E. Goldstein & Co. He was carrymg on 
business as agent for his wife, she furnishing 
the capital. After receiving this money he 
withdrew $1,050 of it and deposited it to the 
credit of his wife, or otherwise used it in her 
business. Shortly after he died, and Sally 
Goldstein was appointed guardian in 
his stead, and brought suit against his 
wife to recover the $1,050. The evidence 
showed Mis. Goldstein had no knowledge 
that her husband used any of the trust funds 
in her business, and also that Goldstein 
shortly before his death drew $1,200 from 
his wife’s bank actoant. The plaintiff re- 
covered a judgment for the $1,050, which the 
Appellate Court reversed. Judge Bailey. of 
the latter court, in deciding the case, said 
there was a fair présumption, under the cir- 
cunistances, that Goldgtein applied the $1,200 
he drew from the bank to his own use, and 
that he had repossessed himself of the $1,050 
belonging to his guardian’s account. If 
that was the case, Mrs. Goldstein ought not 
to be required to pay it over either to her 
husband’s wards or their representatives. 
More than that, the te was no evidence she 
knew she had received any of the trust 
funds, and unless she bad such knowledge she 
could not be held responsible. It her h 

put it into her business he did so as guardian 
of his wards, and not as her agent, because 
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he could not act in the two capacities at the 
same time. She therefore could not be held 
to have constructive notice through his acts. 
Buteven if she had notice, the — tiff’s 
only remedy was by bill in equity for un ac- 
counting, and she was entitled to have a ju- 
dicial decision firstas to whether she was 
liable to the present guardian or to the repre- 
sentatives of her deceased husband. The 
judgment of the court below would be re 
versed, 


A Serious Injury Without Any Appar- 
ent Legal Remedy. 

The case of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Railroad Company, appellant, 
against Minnie Kaste, decided by Judge 
Bailey ot the Appellate Court, appears to 
negative the good oid maxim that there is a 
remedy for every wrong. This was an ac- 
tion to recover damages for being run over 
by defendant’s curs. The plaintiff, 
Minnie Kaste, while crossing the Chi- 
cago & Alton tracks on Church 
street, between Fuller street and Archer 
avenue, was knocked down and severely in- 
jured by one of the trains of the Lake Shore 
toad. She brought suit to recover damages, 
alleging that here was no flagman at the 
crossing, nor any bell rung or whistle sound- 
ed, as required by the city ordinance; and 
that the Lake Shore Road was a lessee of the 
Chicago & Alton tracks, and was in duty 
bound to conform to the city ordinances. 
The evidence showed there was no watch- 
man at the crossing at the time in question 
and that no bell tower had been erected there 
as required by law. It was also shown that 
the Lake Shore Road had only a temporary 
right to use the Chicago & Alton tracks, and 
did not lease them, but that the tracks were 
the exclusive property of the latter company. 
The court below refused to give an instruc- 
tion to the effect that if the Lake Shore 
Road had no property in the tracks 
it could not be held liable 
for not employing a flagman at the crossing, 
ete., and the Appellate Court held this was 
error; that the duty imposed by the city or- 
dinance was on thes proprietors ”’ of rail- 
road tracks, including, probably, owners and 
persons having possession of them. But 
unless a company had possession and con- 
trol of a track, either as owner or lessee or in 
some other way, it was plain no duty was 
imposed on it by the ordinance. In fact, un- 
less the defendant had possession it would 
have no right to place u flagman or a bell 
tower at a crossing, and to attempt to do so 
would be an interference with the proprietor 
of the tracks. The Lake Shore Road had no 
possession of the Chicago & Alton tracks in 
the present instance within the purview of 
the ordinance, and could not therefore be 
chargeable with negligence for failure to 
comply therewith. For the failure to give 
the instruction embodying that principle the 
judgment of, the court below Would be re 
versed and the cause rémandeds 


A Case with Many a Turning. 

The Appellate Court reversed and remanded 
the replevin case of Wirts & Scholle against 
J. II. Martin. This was a suit to recover a 
quantity of furniture sold to M. M. Lincoln 
in che summer of 1881, The sale was for 
cash, but the property was delivered with- 
out payment of the price, Several attempts 
were made to collect the bill, and after Lin- 
com had made a voluntary assignment to 
Martin Wirts & Scholle began the present 
replevin suit to get back the furniture. The 
court below decided in their favor, and the 
Appellate Court at a former term affirmed 
the ro A petition for rehearing was 
filed and allowed, and now the court reverse 
their former decision, and hold that the fur- 
niture men by delivering the furniture with- 
out insisting on payment waived the condi- 
tion precedent, and that the title passed so 
that the goods could not be replevined. 
Judge Wilson dissented. 


A Town of Lake Assessment Defeated. 

In the case of B. F. Ayer et al., appellants, 
against the Town of; Lake, a proceeding to 
confirm a second assessment levied to pay 
the cost of laying a water-pipe in Fifty-first 
street, from Halsted street to Ashland ave- 


nue, the Appellate Court, by Judge Bailey,,- 


held the confirmation proceedings were in, 
valid. The reason given was that neither the 
ordinance nor the petitions for the appoint- 
ment of commissioners stated how much of 
the first assessment had been paid, nor what 
the amount of the’ deficlency was, nor that 
the property of the plaintiffsin error was de- 
linquent. Those were indispensable elements 
to give the court jurisdiction, and as the ac- 
tion was purely a statutory one they could 
not be presumed. Judgment reversed. 


The Liverymen Must Pay a License. 

Among the cases affirmed by the Appellate 
Court was that of the City of Chicago against 
Isaac Howland. This was a suit to test the 
right of the city to compel liverymen to pay 
a license. Justice Wallace fined Howland 
$50 for refusal to obey the ordinance, and the 
Appellate Gourt sustained the judgment. 


The Appejlate Court Resumes Work.

A Novel Sort of Suit for Damages. 

A suit of rather a novel character is on 
trial before Judge Rogers and a jury. In 
July, 1881, as John Hogan was leading his 
horse over the ‘sidewalk in front of No, 801 
Blue Island avenue, the planks gave way 
and the horse fell through and broke its leg. 
liogan undertook to get the animal out, and 
itin its plunging kicked him and broke one 
of his legs. Hogan now claims that the ac- 
cident was due to the carelesness of the city 
in not keeping the sidewalk in proper repair, 
and sues the city and Frederick Meyer, the 
owner of the property in front of which the 
accident occurred, for $5,000 damages.
